He in- 
cluded steam, 
electricity, cov- 
ers, and pad- M. A. Pocock 
ding, aprons and maintenance. 
He has kept a record of these 
costs for several years. These 
items total 67 cents per hour. He 
operates with 5 girls—but when 
running sheets alone, only 4 are 
required. His pay rate is $1.50 
per hour, or a total cost of $6.67. 
His plant is equipped with an 8 
roll ironer, a Trumatic Folder, 
and a Sager “A” Spreader. They 
average not less than 600 sheets 
an hour (when on sheets only), 
so the actual cost is .0111 cents 
per sheet for ironing. This hap- 
pens to be a Government laun- 
dry, so there are several costs 
that are not included—invest- 
ment, insurance, rent, allocated 
cost of building construction, or 
administration charges. 

Let us say then, that the ac- 
tual cost of running one sheet 
with all of these costs included 
would be 1¥2 cents. 

Of course, there are some 
laundry plants that have lower 
wage rates, with older equip- 
ment (that might be charged 
off). There are those who have

Some months ago we reported on a newspaper advertisement 
put out by the Wallachs clothing store chain which precipi- 
tated the great “No Starch” controversy.

Using only a porter a few hours a day for 
clean-up, they find that their coin-operated 
laundry stores are not only profitable, but add 
to the over-all gross of their cleaning business.

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Preface 


THE TREND toward automation and all the fantastic predictions for 
the future almost stagger the imagination. And the logical question for 
laundrymen to ask is: What application do these developments have 
to our own industry? 


In the following pages we have attempted, first, to define automa- 
tion, and then point out some of its applications as well as limitations. 


Strange as it may seem, the industry already has a number of ma- 
chines that fit the definition of automation. And it has had them for 
years. Obviously, many more will come into being in the future. But’ 
the chief danger that the industry faces now is that too many operators 
see the age of the push-button plant right around the corner. And they 
will not be satisfied with anything else. 


Nothing could be more disastrous. For great advancements come 
slowly after years of experimentation and refinement. They are not 
made overnight or by waiting. The best way to foster them is to take 
advantage of the newly developed machines and equipment we have 
available now, so that manufacturers will have the incentive to go on 
from there. 


But new machines alone will not solve all our problems. We need 
new ideas, new methods, techniques and procedures. And we need 
them now if we are to survive the pressure of strangling costs, climbing 
payroll, shrinking volume and lagging productivity. There is no room 
for lethargy. 


In these pages we have attempted to point out some of the means 
and machines presently available to correct these problems until the 
day full automation comes to the laundry industry—if, indeed, it will 
ever come. This is the purpose of our Guide to Launder-mation.

2. Automation works best, it was 
pointed out, where there are large 
quantities to be produced or pro- 
cessed, We have heard it said that an 
automated industry depends on con- 
tinuous operations to be profitable. 
People who have already anticipated 
this problem suggest that one ma 
chine might be used to service a 
group of plants and thus maintain the 
necessary volume for profitable oper- 
ation. This brings up another point. 


3. The initial cost of such a spe 
cialized machine would make it pro- 
hibitive for all but the largest plants. 
If it were perfected, the demand 
would be limited and the machines, 
for all practical purposes, would have 
to be custom-made. 


4. Since the machine is bound to 
be more complex, there would be 
greater opportunity for breakdown. 
And more highly skilled, highly priced 
technicians would have to be em 
ployed. 

Automation puts a premium on 
technical skill, and upgrades the labor 
force all along the line, Like all tech- 
nological change in the past, it will 
create new occupations and make ad- 
ditional jobs.

AUTOMATION FOR LAUNDRIES FOR 19607 


IMAGINE, if you can, a machine into 
which soiled flatwork is fed which 
washes, extracts and conditions the 
work and feeds it into your present 
flatwork ironer—all at the speed of 
100 feet per minute! This is the new 
laundering device Stanford Research 
Institute proposes to design for the 
industry through the scientific devel- 
opment laboratories of Stanford Uni- 
versity. 

On July 5, SRI made its proposal 
to a group of laundrymen including 
those representing our Association—a 
proposal which reveals a remarkable 
insight into the needs of the industry. 

In brief, the laundry automation 
proposal points out that the industry 
faces increasing competition from 
miniature machines washing in 
“batches” just the same (or more ad- 
vanced) as the larger industry ma- 
chines, At the same time the labor 
cost is rising, so that handling makes 
it almost impossible to compete with 
“on the site” equipment in hotels, hos- 
pitals and the home. After analyzing 
the entire laundry and linen supply 
problem, SRI feels that the most im- 
mediate problem lies in productive 
plant labor, and the obvious approach 











million new jobs during the next 10 
years.) 

It is possible that plantowners in 
highly populated areas might estab- 
lish a pool to share the services of 
qualified specialists. 


5. Aside from these limitations, it 
is questionable whether laundrymen 
would accept automation even if it 
were available to them. Most of them 
will readily agree that they want ma- 
chines that will give them higher pro- 
duction. But one doesn’t have to visit 
too many plants to find out that they 
are skeptical of the quality aspects of 
high-volume production. 

The plantowner with a brand-new 
shirt unit designed to finish 120 shirts 
an hour is usually the one who says, 
“We can get that many shirts, but the 
quality suffers so we try to keep pro- 
duction at about 80 an hour.” Some 
of them even pay the shirt girls to 
keep production down, 


Only time will prove how many in- 
dustries are physically and financially 
fitted for automation, But our partic- 
ular industry cannot afford to sit and 
wait, We have been accused of being 
50 years behind time as it is. 
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to automation is in the more or less 
standardized flatwork production. 

The proposal embraces three main 
points, First is basic research in the 
laundry process. SRI points out that, 
although there is a considerable body 
of knowledge of the physical chem- 
ical nature of solutions, no one has yet 
been able to say why washing works, 
exactly what happens. To find out 
SRI will examine the detergent sys- 
tem from the standpoint of the rela- 
tive importance of speed of wetting, 
rapidity of displacement of soil-fiber 
complexes, solubilization or actual dis- 
solution in emulsion washing, and sus- 
pending power as a function of tem- 
perature, mechanical agitation and 
fluid flow. Phase I will attempt to ar- 
rive at basic knowledge from new 
viewpoints. 

Phase II of the proposal would de- 
velop a new washing process at high 
speed, eliminating the washing in 
batches now used. Working at a speed 
of at least 100 feet per minute, wash- 
ing might be done by high-pressure 
jets, sonic or high-speed mechanical 
agitation, a combination of pressure 
and vacuum with alternating water 
flow, mechanical rubbing, chemical 


Why action is needed 


The laundry industry is confronted 
with the problem of trying to produce 
a service competitive in price and 
quality with what the housewife can 
do at home with her own washing 
equipment. The housewife considers 
her time and effort as costing nothing 
and we have not been able to con- 
vince her otherwise. 

The appliance manufacturers have 
made home washing seem so easy, con- 
venient and inexpensive that whole 
generations are growing up that have 
never felt the need for our services. 
And these same manufacturers are 
promising even easier ways of han- 
dling the family wash in the future. 
One of the most appealing predictions 
for the home of 1962 is a combination 
laundry-closet that takes advantage of 
new fabrics that can be washed, dried 
and worn without pressing. It will be 
a prepackaged unit in which soiled 
clothing is hung on a hanger and car- 
ried on moving tracks through wash- 
ing, rinsing and drying chambers and 
then to a conventional hanging closet, 
ready for wear. 

This stiff competition is one of the 
primary reasons why automation or 


solvent techniques with or without 
water rinse, emulsions, or by other 
means, SRI seems confident that with 
its wide experience in many indus- 
tries, a new system can be developed 
to replace the present batch system 
and achieve the goals desired. 

Phase III would be the design, con- 
struction and testing of a prototype 
machine, a model to be made by SRI 
which would actually handle flatwork 
from the initial feeding through the 
complete processing up to the last 
fold through the ironer. 

SRI feels that this could be accom- 
plished in approximately three years 
at a cost of $372,000, As a nonprofit 
organization work is done on a time 
and materials basis, and any funds 
not used are returned to the sponsors. 
In our experience with SRI, we, the 
committee, feel sure that they could 
deliver, and we are most enthusiastic 
about the possibilities. What other 
benefits would come from the re- 
search we can't even guess at. We 
heartily endorse the SRI plan, and are 
working on ways to make it come true.

mechanization is a must. It’s no secret 
that we are failing to keep pace with 
the tremendous growth in population; 
that requests for damp-wash service 
are down and that our physical vol- 
ume of business is declining. 

Another problem which is acute 
now and promises to grow even more 
serious in the future is labor. The de- 
mand for more workers will grow as 
the population grows and consumes 
more goods and services. 

Population experts predict that we 
will have 220 million by 1975 or 60 
million more persons than there are 
today. But the number of workers 
(people between the ages of 24 and 
60) will not increase by the same 
ratio, This means that fewer people 
will have to produce more, at a time 
when pressures will be exerted to re- 
duce the work week and possibly the 
work day. 

Even now no one is left who wants 
to do the back-breaking jobs in fac- 
tories. In 1850 muscle power per- 
formed 65 percent of all work; in 
1950 only 1% percent. 

In the first half of the present cen- 
tury the number of unskilled laborers 
dropped 15 percent, but the number 
of engineers went up 1,000 percent. 
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It will become increasingly difficult to 
hire people to do routine and tedious 
work, 

In a recent survey of STARCHROOM 
subscribers, we asked them to name 
the most troublesome problem they 
faced today. Of the 645 responding 
60.6 percent indicated that their num- 
ber one problem was the “hiring, 
training and motivating” of employees. 

In the face of these trends, it be- 
comes more and more apparent that 
we will have to rely on new improved 
machinery and methods if we are to 
remain in business. 


What is Launder-mation? 


If nothing else, automation has 
stimulated and renewed interest in 
mechanization and the development 
of better tools and methods. More 
plant operators in every sort of indus- 
try are looking for better, cheaper and 
more efficient ways of doing things. 
One small proof of this is the activity 
in the automatic-control equipment 
field. There are now more than 1,000 
companies wholly or partly engaged 
in the manufacture of automatic con- 
trol equipment. Last year they sold 
more than $3,000,000,000 worth of 
equipment. 

Our own industry employs a good 
number of full- and semi-automatic 
devices in its power plant operation 
as well as its washrooms. And the au- 
tomatic preparation and folding of 
flatwork and shirts has been adopted 
by a considerable and growing seg- 
ment of the industry. 


Potential in handling 


But automatic contro] equipment is 
only one element of automation, We 
could also make considerable im- 
provement in processing and in the 
use of mechanical handling, This lat- 
ter element is one which perhaps has 
the greatest potential and which at 
this time is most neglected by our 
industry. We are doing a pretty fair 
job of processing but we have not be- 
gun to exploit the possibilities of mov- 
ing work from one station to the next 
through the use of conveyors and 
other mechanical handling devices. 

In short, the elements of automa- 
tion give us an encouraging start in 
seeking ways to speed up individual 
production operations and moving the 
work through the plant faster and 
more efficiently. 

Any idea that will help the indus- 
try do a better job than it is presently 
doing is Launder-mation, In the fol- 
lowing chapters we will try to point 
out some of these ideas and indicate 
the areas that can stand improve-

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WHERE TO BEGIN

THE DRAMATIC REPORT made by 
plantowner Orval A. Slater at the 
American Institute of Laundering’s 
sixty-ninth annual convention in Den- 
ver, Colorado, serves as an excellent 
starting point in our search for ways 
to launder-mate the industry. 

Many interesting things were re- 
vealed in Mr. Slater’s presentation. 
The AIL has since issued Special Re- 
port No, 233 which contains his full 
report and recommendation for the es- 
tablishment of an industry-sponsored 
research program. 


Perhaps the most startling point 
made was that of the 71 successive 
operations involved in processing a 
simple flatwork and shirt bundle, the 
customer actually pays us for only 
nine steps at most. All the rest cre- 
ate added expense and do nothing to 
improve the quality of the product. 

It was also graphically revealed 
that 75 percent of the work involved 
in processing this standard bundle 
was done by hand and the very sim- 


plest tools. We're just not mechan- 
ized the way we should be. 


These revelations suggest two gen- 
eral areas which should be investi- 
gated in making improvements: 


1. We need to develop better ways 
to process work, 

2. We need to eliminate as much 
handling as possible. 


The first suggests the use of new 
or improved machines, supplies, de- 
vices, methods, ete., that will speed 
operations and improve the things the 
customer pays us to do; namely, wash, 
dry and finish. 

The second suggests the use of de- 
vices and tools that will eliminate, 
ease and speed the physical activities 
involved in getting the work from one 
process station to the next. In other 
words, all the manua) efforts such as 
lifting, carrying, packaging, etc., that 
we really don’t get paid to do.

Better processing 


Improvements in processing would 
seem to be better left to equipment 
and machinery manufacturers. But 
there are a number of things plant- 
owners can do to promote greater 
and better production; 


I. Maintaining presently owned 
equipment in the best condition pos- 
sible. Keep it cleaned and repaired 
and have it checked regularly and fre- 
quently to head off the possibility of 
expensive and untimely breakdown. 
Use as directed by the manufacturer 
for the purpose intended. 


2. Convert present equipment to 
full or semi-automatic operation. The 
resultant savings can pay for its in- 
stallation in a relatively short time if 
it means the elimination of even one 
unproductive job. 


3. Buying new machines that will 
do the job better, faster and more 
economically. Once a machine has de- 
preciated itself, it has no place in the 
productive operation, The industry is 
overloaded with obsolete and bastard- 
ized equipment which is running at 
a fraction of capacity. 
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Economist Peter B. B, Andrews, 
whose sales predictions appear in 
STARCHROOM annually, estimates that 
about 54 percent of all existing power 
laundry machinery today is obsolete 


and should be replaced at once with 
high-speed, low-cost operating ma- 
chinery. 

It is difficult to put money aside for 
this purpose in these times of infla-

signals operator for supplies, etc. 
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tion, but too many operators have 
given up trying and thus place their 
future in jeopardy. 

Better equipment and machinery 
will only be created if manufacturers 
are assured that there is a sizable and 
ready market for their product. 


4, Buying standard size machinery. 
One of the problems affecting cost 
is the complete lack of standardiza- 
tion in the industry. At the present 
time, laundry machinery is almost cus- 
tom-made. No two plants resemble 
each other. Each uses different sizes 
of washers, extractors, tumblers, etc. 
Some are picked simply because 
they fitted nicely between two pillars. 
If it were possible to set up typical 
guides for equipping plants of similar 
capacities we might go a long way 
toward cutting the cost of equipment 
through mass production. 


5. Insist that the manufacturer 
back up the claims he makes for his 
product. If a shirt unit is supposed 
to produce so many shirts an hour, let 
the manufacturer show us where we 
are falling down, A common com- 
plaint heard is that machinery people 
are too often prone to make a sale 
and then let the plantowner worry 
about showing operators how to use 
the equipment. Small wonder that 
plantowners fail to get excited about 
new labor-saving devices when they're 
not getting the results they are sup- 
posed to get on the equipment they 
have. 


6. Suggest ideas that you would 


like to see incorporated in future ma- 
chines. Some operators are content to 
wait for that machine of the future 
that will take care of all their prob- 
lems at the push of a button. And 
they won't be satisfied with anything 
else. Others are complacent enough 
to feel that what we have now is 
good enough. 

When the AIL sent out a question- 
naire in 1947 asking for ideas as to 
how to improve existing laundry 
equipment only 190 replies were re- 
ceived in a mailing to 4,840 people. 
Some 9 out of 10 of these replies 
suggested mechanical changes that 
would reduce maintenance. Disap- 
pointingly few suggested any changes 
that would increase hourly produc- 
tion. 

What were the areas of possible 
equipment improvement? The major- 
ity of plantowners were satisfied with 
what they had. Those dissenting ex- 
pressed their dissatisfaction thus:

7. Get help from outside sources 






Production standards help keep machines operating near capacity. Master panel gives up- 
to-the-minute count of individual production in shirt training units at Little Falls (New Jersey) 
Laundry. As press heads are closed numbers change, enabling department manager to evaluate 


each new girl's progress 
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such as consultants, state and regional 
groups as well as the national trade 
association. The personnel of these or- 
ganizations are paid to help you; 
that’s their job. Why not take ad- 
vantage of their experience? 

Many laundrymen don’t know what 
to buy or when. They don't know 
how to pinpoint their production 
problems and are oversupplied with 
equipment that is only half used to 
accommodate haphazard sales. Out- 
siders who know their business can 
spot these problems and suggest so- 
lutions in a hurry. 


8. Establish production standards 
and work schedules and live by 
them. Production may be slow or of 
poor quality because of management 
indifference. Or because the employee 
isn’t given sufficient incentive to do 
a better job. 

A new work schedule at the Trib- 
une Laundry, Philadelphia, revealed 
that production in its marking depart- 
ment varied as much as 50 percent 
from one hour to the next. By sticking 
to the new schedule, management 
found it could do the same amount 
of work with two girls less in marking 
and two men less in its washing de- 
partment. 


9. Re-evaluate this matter of qual- 
ity. The AIL early this year engaged 
the services of the Armour Research 
Foundation to conduct a preliminary 
survey to find out what the most 
profitable area of industry develop- 
ment might be. One of the findings 
reported at the halfway mark in this

project was that 52 percent of the 
plantowners responding concentrated 
on “quality of work” efforts in recent 
years, (The MacIntosh Report no 
doubt had much to do with this 
trend. ) 

There are laundrymen, however, 
who question this emphasis on quality 
for several reasons. For one thing, 
they feel that quality is a nebulous 
term that means different things to 
different people. 

They note a change in the tenor 
of the times and particularly the la- 
bor market, There was more evidence 
of craftsmanship and pride of work 
before World War II than there is 
now. It’s harder to get people, train 
them and keep them in the laundry 
industry. They believe that if high 
quality standards are to be main- 
tained, then prices have to be raised 
with the result that the plant restricts 
itself to serving a limited clientele. 

These laundrymen are not against 
quality but they see the need for sub- 
stituting machines for manual opera- 
tions if prices are to be maintained 
at a level that has appeal to the great- 
est number of people. While the work 
produced by machines may not be 
comparable to that performed by 
skilled conscientious labor, it never- 
theless has a greater degree of con- 
sistency. And what is quality, after 
all, but consistency. 

Take the case of the DeLuxe Laun- 
dry and Cleaning Service, Kansas 
City, Missouri. In five years time the 
management increased its sales vol- 
ume from $4,000 to $12,000 a week. 
This it did not by stressing quality 
but by offering fast service at prices 
that had appeal to the mass public. 

“Class distinction,” says the Paul 
family that operates this business, 
“has practically disappeared. Million- 
aires live next door to the office clerk 
who makes $5,000 a year. The 
standard of living is suburban and 
everyone has a television set, an auto- 
mobile and a host of electrical appli- 
ances. Everyone lives on a_ budget 
and is price-conscious about every- 
thing except these ‘necessities’ of 
modern living. Under these circum- 
stances, the plant operator out to 
make a profit cannot put quality of 
service ahead of everything else.” 

When it comes to laundry and dry- 
cleaning service, DeLuxe believes the 
general public wants fast service at a 
reasonable price. It also believes that 
a high-profit, high-volume operation 
cannot concentrate on quality and 
adopt production-line methods at the 
same time. For quality slows produc- 
tion and increases costs. 

The DeLuxe formula for success 
aims at providing the minimum stand- 
ards of quality acceptable to most 
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people that still produce a profitable 
return. 

Instead of bothering with minor re- 
pairs, elaborate hand pressing and 
brushing, DeLuxe does only what is 
necessary to maintain high produc- 
tion. 

DeLuxe management is fully aware 
of the fact that most operators will 
not accept this formula. But it is pos- 
sible that some alternate solution 
could be worked out. Some plants al- 
ready make a distinction between 
regular and de luxe or hand-finish 
services. 


10. Keeping abreast of new develop- 
ments in the field. You can do this by 
studying the advertising pages of in- 
dustry trade journals and sections de- 
voted exclusively to calling attention 
to new products. STARCHROOM’s an- 
nual Guidebook edition lists more 
than 1,000 products available to the 
industry along with trade names and 
addresses of manufacturers and dis- 
tributors. 


Many production tips can also be 
garnered at trade association meetings 
and by talking with and visiting other 
laundrymen. 


Better handling 


Home appliance manufacturers 
have done a remarkable job in playing 
up the convenience and work-saving 
features of their products, Every time 
the housewife turns around she is 
faced with new facts that make her 
wonder how on earth she’s been able 
to get along without that new thing 
that “really doesn’t cost so much if 
you stop to think about it.” 

Not too long ago a manufacturer 
of home drier equipment did a little 
figuring and came up with this start- 
ling statistic: In carrying an average 
washing for a family of four from the 
basement laundry area outside to 
hang, take down and bring in, a 
woman uses the same energy as is re- 
quired to lift a ton of coal 10 feet 
off the ground!

We cannot help but wonder what 
figures this researcher would have 
come up with if he had to estimate 
the amount of energy consumed in 
moving one day's wash around a 
power laundry. And just how much 
this unproductive energy cost the 
plantowner. 

We are quite certain, however, that 
any suggestion that would help re- 
duce this expense wouldn’t “cost so 
much if you stop to think about it” 
this way. 

Actually, it is estimated that about 
one-third of the total productive labor 
cost is spent just in the identification, 
sorting, assembly and wrapping of a 
customer’s bundle.

Better handling implies the use of 
some mechanical means to lift and 
transport work from one process sta- 
tion to the next. There are many and 
various devices of this nature and they 
can be of great value in helping to 
mechanize your plant to save time 
and labor. We will discuss some of 
these at length in a subsequent chap- 
ter. But there are also other ways to 
reduce excess handling in the laundry: 


1. By moving equipment closer to- 
gether. It stands to reason that a 
close-knit operation requires fewer 
steps. That’s one reason why unit fin- 
ishing has caught hold in drycleaning 
operations, One operator working

2. By moving the work in an order- 
ly fashion in the normal sequence in 
which it is processed, Good straight- 
line layout can do much to save steps. 


3. By keeping the various parts of 
the bundle together or as nearly so as 
possible. The Superior Laundry of 
Charleston, West Virginia, for exam-

THE TECHNIQUE of work simplifi- 


cation has been described as “the sci- 
ence of eliminating wastefulness re- 
sulting from unnecessary, ill-directed 
and inefficient methods and motions.” 

Now let’s actually apply this tech- 
nique of work simplification to our 
own industry. We must-have a logical 
starting point for our program sinee 


with the answer to cach of the fol 


we obviously can’t simplify every. ith 


thing at one time. We use four ques- 
tions to help us decide this point: 


1. To what quteat te the Ep Bene 
tleneck? 

2, What percentage of our total ac. 
tivity does it 
payroll dollars or number of ie 
ees? A 5 percent saving in the flat- 
work department is obviously worth 
more than 10 percent in the collar de- 
partment. 

3. What is the nuisance value of 
the job?—i.e., complaints from em- 
ployees or claims from customers. 

4. How cooperative is the person- 
nel involved? That is, how good are 
our employee relations in the depart- 
ment? A successful start guarantees 
an even more successful continuation. 


Having decided which depart- 
ment or process we are going to work 
on, we next make a Process Flow 
Chart for the operation, This, in its 
simplest form, is merely a record of 
the various steps in a process in the 
order in which they occur, and the 
classification of each step into one 
of three basic elements. 

The basic elements we at Holland 
use are Operation, Transportation and 
Storage. 

Having put down on paper after 
observation in the plant the basic ele- 
ments of the job we are working on, 
we must now focus our attention on 
each one individually and come up 
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(after eo with. the employ- 


ees) of 44 percent in our plant. — 
b. The installation of scales in 
the markers’ bins combines the 
weighing and identifying operations 
with very appreciable savings. 


c. Increasing lot sizes is a form — 


of combination designed to cut 
down the nonproductive set-up and 
clean-up times required. 


3. Can the sequence of an element 
be changed? 

Many times a_ situation occurs 
wherein the over-all efficiency of a 
process can be improved by changing 
the order of its elements. For instance: 

a. Many operators feel that wet 
repairing is an advantage over re- 
pairing articles after they have been 
finished. 

b. At least one major plant in 
New England believes that listing 
after the bundle has been com- 
pletely processed, rather than when 
it is received, is a saving measure. 

c. Other examples: Prespotting 
in drycleaning and using premarked 
tags. 


Put away 


Wherever these words appear they 
indicate an action that can possibly 


be simplified. 


When we have broken our jov 
down and written its description, we 
begin to tackle each element individ- 
ually using the following suggestions 
as a guide, 

1. Go or walk: Where these descrip- 
tions may be in the layout. 
Example: Work should, wherever 


ananged pict stations, gl install- 
ing an intercom between marker 


and inspector, ete. 


2. Select or choose: Whenever it is 
necessary to make a selection of any 
kind, we immediately introduce the 
element of mental effort on top of the 
physical effort involved. Consequent- 
ly, we increase the fatigue factor on 
any job. There are several methods we 
can use to prevent this. 


Example: Use colors. Different 
colored nets for different processes 
greatly simplify the dispatch opera- 
tion. Keys on listing machines can 
be colored green for wearing ap- 
parel, yellow for flat pieces. Laun- 
dry tickets may be printed on dif- 
ferent colored stock for different 
days, Use different size.or shapes. 
Hanks go in small nets. Different 
supplies may be differentiated by 
storing in round or square contain- 
ers, etc, The folding pattern for 
napkins may be simply designated 
by marking the folding tables, so 
that the girl will know that napkins 
of this size should be folded in 
quarters, that size in eighths, etc.

ple, modified one of its flatwork iron- 
ers by padding only the middle half 
so that the small flat pieces would 
come out at approximately the same 
time as the large pieces at an adjoin- 
ing ironer doing large flat pieces. 

This minimizes mixups, the need 
for a large assembly area and the 
search for incompleted orders. All of 
which used to require additional] walk- 
ing by the assembly personnel. 


4. By combining operations. The 
Howard Laundry of Chicago and 
many others find that they can cut 
shirt assembly time in half by having 
the folding operator in each shirt unit 
assemble the shirts as they are com- 
pleted. Another now popular way to 
reduce handling is to have the wash- 
man take care of the starching by 
doing it in the wheel. 


5. By eliminating certain proce- 
dures through the use of new methods. 
Buckley’s Laundry in Milwaukee by- 
passes the damp assembly of flatwork 
by using a wet-strength ticket that ac- 
companies the flatwork net through 
the washing and finishing operations. 
This plant also saves the time re- 
quired to weigh loads by placing the 
empty hamper on a scale before filling 
it. As the soiled work is dropped in, 
the weight is automatically recorded. 


6. By taking advantage of gravity 
where possible. In multistory plants 
gravity can perform many transporta- 
tion tasks quite simply. Work can be 
taken directly to the top floor, marked 
and dropped into bins that feed into 
washers on the floor below. After ex- 
traction, the items can be placed on 
chutes that drop them into the proper 
finishing department and so on, until 
the completed bundle reaches the 
ground floor ready for delivery. Sin- 
gle-story plants can, of course, use 
floor space-saving balconies and hop- 


pers above marking and washing work 
stations. 


7. By handling work in bulk rather 
than in separate units loosely. Some 
plants use a sling arrangement to 
load and unload an extractor all at 
once instead of piecemeal by hand. 
Many linen supply plants also prefer 
to handle 200-pound “cakes” of work 
as they come from a hydraulic ex- 
tractor rather than handle 200 pounds 
in loose form. 


8. By keeping work in process at 
a convenient level. Try to avoid put- 
ting something down that will have to 
be lifted again in the next operation. 
Roll-away bins and slickrails can help 
do this, Also, hampers with self-lifting 
bottoms cut out much stooping and 
bending, keep the work near at hand. 


9. By using simple devices that 
eliminate the need for walking, check- 
ing, talking, etc. Buzzers are used in 
some plants to notify markers when a 
lot has been closed. Signal lights are 
used in other plants to indicate low 
water, lot color, and repair work. The 
variations are endless, Another plant 
uses drapery swatches of various col- 
ors and designs to help assemble the 
flatwork part of a bundle, because 
these are easier to “read” and match 
than numbers. Loudspeakers and _ in- 
tercoms, of course, are widely used in 
laundry plants today for obvious rea- 
sons. 


Up to this point we have consid- 
ered the problem of improving proc- 


essing and handling in rather a 
general way. In the following pages 
we will try to point out some of the 
things that are now available so far 
as mechanizing laundry operations 
are concerned, And also indicate some 
new developments and ideas that 
might conceivably affect the indus- 
try’s future. OOO

LAUNDER-MATION IN 
PROCESSING OPERATIONS 


‘*No one has seemed in the least aware that 


everything which is paid for must be paid for out 


of production, for there is no other source of

THE WASHING DEPARTMENT of 
a laundry offers particularly fertile 
ground for automation. In fact, there 
is a washwheel on the market that 
does what automation is supposed to 
do; namely, “think.” 

It has an automatic soi] analyzer 
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that measures the amount of dirt in 
the load and then feeds back this in- 
formation to a valve contro] that auto- 
matically injects just enough soap to 
take care of that particular amount of 
soil. It’s easy to see how such equip- 
ment having a first-hand sensing de- 


vice inside the washer can reduce the 
chance for errors and exercise better 
judgment than the best washman 
can. 

Manufacturers have given perhaps 
more thought to improving the washing 
operation than they have to any other 
process. In fact, the first automatic 
controls to be put on any laundry 
equipment were put on washwheels 
back in the 1920's. The British jour- 
nal, Power Laundry, reports that “it 
first gave the world the news of the 
successful application of the newly 
designed (Ivor G.) Perrett contro] to

This automatic control was first ap- 
plied only to rinsing. But it was rap- 
idly adapted to take care of the entire 
washing process, 

Today, semi-automatic and full au- 
tomatic controls with supply injection 
can be found on washers of all sizes 
and types from the 9-pound home 
washers on up to the heavy-duty com- 
mercial laundry washers with capaci- 
ties in excess of 1,000 pounds. 

At the top of the list is a fully 
automatic machine having a number 
of tanks that hold enough supplies for 
a full day’s operation, injecting them 
into the washer as needed, They fol- 
low a planned cycle of operation— 
washing, dumping, rinsing, etc.—ac- 
cording to instructions previously re- 
corded on a cylinder or disc. They 
make no variations but follow every 

detail to the letter so long as the 
machine is operating properly. Warn- 
ing lights and audible alarms keep 
the washman informed as to the prog- 
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Large tumblers that precondition and unload work in a matter of 


minutes are increasing in popularity in linen supply plants. One man 
loads 200-pound cake of extracted work off pipe stand 


ress of operation, In the event of some 
malfunction, the fully automatic con- 
trol can be cut out by the flick of a 
switch to provide semi-automatic op- 
eration until repairs have been made. 

To change formula, the washroom 
operator selects another record hav- 
ing appropriate instructions. 

Other washer controls include sim- 
ple timing devices, automatic water 
and dump valves, pH_ indicators, 
thermostatic steam valves, etc. Circu- 
lation soap systems are also availa- 
ble that liquefy and pump a constant 
soap formula from the soap storage 
area to the washwheels automatically 
at a uniform rate of flow as required. 

With the fully automatic washer, 
the laundry operator can process up 
to two extra loads a day and accom- 
plish considerable savings in labor 
and supply costs. 


Extraction equipment

and time. In this case, the management is also particularly proud of 
its dry floors which the closed unit makes possible 


They can be preset for a given run- 
ning time and will stop and open au- 
tomatically when the cycle is com- 
pleted. Besides controlling the length 
of the extraction period, the time 
acts as a safety lock to keep the lid 
closed while the basket is spinning. 
Automatic brakes are also used to stop 
the extractor should a power failure 
occur. 

Most of the industry’s extractors 
are the centrifugal type. But the hy- 
draulic principle has been applied to 
a ram device and more recently water 
pressure has been used to 
excess water from work contained in 
a rubber bag.

Laundry tumblers, too, are availa- 
ble with automatic time and temper- 
ature controls, 

The timer provides operation of 
heat for a predetermined period, The 
temperature control maintains the 
temperature at a desired setting. The 












enabled plants to save space, supplies, labor 
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operator simply loads the tumbler, 
closes the door, sets the temperature 
control for the required temperature 
and the timer for the right drying 
time and turns on the main switch. 
When the temperature reaches the 
setting of the temperature control, 
the heat source is automatically cut 
off. When the temperature drops be- 
low the setting, it is automatically 
turned on. When the timer reaches 
the “zero” position, the heat is auto- 
matically cut off. Signal lights indi- 
cate when each of these controls is 
in operation, 

Conveyor-type conditioning tum- 
blers also come equipped with auto- 
matic temperature controls and con- 
trols to stop the machine when no 
work is going through it. 

In the linen supply field the trend 
is toward the use of larger automatic 
tumblers. At the Amarillo Laundry, 
Inc., in Texas, for example, six con- 
ventiona] tumblers have been replaced 
by one 200-pound-capacity gas un- 
loading tumbler. This unit is thermo- 
statically controlled at 225° F, and 
preconditions a load in 4 to 8 minutes 
or dries it in 20 minutes, Manage- 
ment points to the obvious savings in 
time and labor and notes that its flat- 
work ironer speeds have been in- 
creased anywhere from 10 to 40 feet 
per minute. 


What next? 


One of the important stepping 
stones to true automation is the link- 
ing of two or more separate automatic 
operations into one continuous opera- 
tion. As we have seen, the washing 
department lends itself to this sort 
of treatment. But how? 

The answer should come as no sur- 
prise. The drycleaning industry has 
had combination washer-extractors 
since the early ’30’s. Drying was done 
in a separate unit, but later the tum- 
bling and solvent recovery processes 
were incorporated into one machine. 
At the present time there are several 
completely automatic cleaning, ex- 
tracting, tumbling units available. 

The drycleaning industry also took 
another giant step toward even fuller 
automation within the last half-dozen 
years when a sensing element was in- 
troduced to measure the relative hu- 
midity of solvent in the so-called 
charged-system of drycleaning. The 
introduction of water in exact quan- 
tities is essential to the success of this 
system, And the sensing element that 
feeds back this information to an auto- 
matic injector control is a vital link 
in the chain of proper operations. 

The combination of washing, ex- 
tracting and tumbling processes into 
one machine is believed by some re- 
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searchers to be the best path for laun- 
dry equipment manufacturers to fol- 
low. Rather than create additional 
machines, to tie these separate proc- 
esses together. 

This is not a new idea. Such com- 
bination machines have been offered 
to the trade, but apparently the ini- 
tial cost, length of time required to 
complete the cycle, and limited capac- 
ity proved a handicap. 

(Combination washer-driers are 
now available, of course, to the gen- 
eral public which does not concern 
itself with matters of cost or produc- 
tion efficiency. ) 

An increasing number of laundry- 
men are showing interest in recently 


introduced washer-extractors. Such 


units are now available in capacities 
ranging from 35 to 200 pounds with 
semi- and fully automatic controls. 

Early models required heavy foun- 
dations and special flooring to over- 
come vibration. But some of the new- 
er, smaller units are said to operate 
without the necessity for bolting 
down, Extraction speeds vary from 
600 to 800 plus r.p.m. depending on 
size. 

One fully automatic unit washes, 
extracts, rinses and shakes-out a 50- 
pound load in 50 minutes. Users re- 
port up to 75 percent savings in 
floor space, 50 percent in labor, 30 
percent in supplies, 25 percent in wa- 
ter consumption and other savings in 


fuel. 


FINISHING 





Finishing equipment for family 
services has shown relatively little 
improvement over the years. There 
are air presses and hydraulic presses, 
and some are equipped with timing 
devices designed to raise the press 
head automatically after a fixed cycle. 

There is no automation here, al- 
though some see the possibility of in- 
corporating simple thermostatic de- 
vices in the presses which would 
accomplish this end. They point out 
that while water is being evaporated 
from a fabric the temperature of the 
fabric is relatively low. But as soon 
as the moisture is gone the tempera- 
ture rises sharply. The thermostat in 
this case could prolong or shorten 
the length of time the press is closed. 


Wearing apparel finishing is still con- 
sidered the costliest service in the 
plant. The variety of items reaching 
this department defies the application 
of mass-production techniques. [t is 
estimated that one hour of labor is 
required to touch up, fold and wrap 
the wearing apparel that it takes two 
hours to finish. 

Many plantowners try to discourage 
the sending of wearing apparel by 
overpricing these articles; some regard 
it as a necessary evil, and a few see it 
as an opportunity. 

At the Hagwood Laundry, Ports- 
mouth, Virginia, management believes 
that the policy of discouraging wear- 
ing apparel is all wrong. It is con- 
vinced that a properly priced and 
finished wearing apparel order will 
encourage the customer to send in 
more of everything else. In 16 months 
time, the volume of wearing apparel 
work has increased 150 percent, and 
over-all sales have gone up 62 percent 
with no general increase in prices. 


At least one plant manager has sug- 
gested that certain items of wearing 
apparel such as pants and dresses 
might be handJed on upright bucks 
in much the same manner that dress 
shirts are being done in cabinet units. 

Or, we might take a clue from the 
drycleaning department and use fin- 
ishing forms such as are now used to 
do coats, We already use forms in 
drying socks. 

In the printing industry, the ear)y 
press worked on somewhat the same 
principle as our present-day finishing 
presses—with the up-and-down mo- 
tion of the head. Modern printing 
presses make use of evlinders which 
strongly resemble flatwork 
since the wheel principle lends itself 
better to mass-production methods. 
(The laundry’s job would be greatly 
simplified, of course, if everyone wore 
bedsheets or togas. ) 

One arrangement which has been 
successfully employed by other 
branches of the industry is the carou- 
sel or “merry-go-round” unit, This 
arrangement has a half dozen and 
more presses set on a turntable, The 
operator stands at one spot and loads 
and unloads the presses as they index 
before her. This saves time and mo- 
tion. The presses open automatically 
when they are positioned in front of 
the operator and close as they move 
away. These units are used in finish- 
ing pants, coats and uniforms in insti- 
tutional, industrial and commercial 
laundries. They offer high speed, 
quality production and involve a con- 
siderable capita) outlay. 

The tandem hook-up is another 
idea used to boost press production, 
In this case the actuating controls of 
the presses in a unit are hooked up so 
that as the operator brings the head

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Hyprautic Extractors, developed within the past 15 years, op- 
erate on pressure principle squeezing 200-pound loads in rubber 
diaphragm to 60 percent water retention in 10-minute automatically 
controlled extraction cycle.

The manufacturer claims complete elimination of noise and vibra- 
tion and no necessity for foundations or even bolting machine in place. 
Operating costs are said to be very low with a power demand 80 per-

As for its future, the maker sees no reason why work coming into 


the plant could not be handled in sling; taken directly by conveyor to 
the washer; washed in the sling; extracted hydraulically, and finally 


which does the bosom, back and yoke 
lays simultaneously. In each case the 
shirt is placed on an appropriate form. 
The form is then drawn into the cab- 
inet automatically and here one or 
more pressing surfaces finish the shirt. 
At the end of the finishing cycle, the 
form emerges from the cabinet to be 
unloaded and reloaded. The cuffs and 
collars are finished on conventional 
finishing units. And a variety of auto- 
matic and semi-automatic shirt folding 
machines complete the job, producing 
a shirt that requires little or no touch- 
up and minimum operator effort. 


The flatwork department has perhaps 
been given more attention than any 
other when the possibilities for auto- 
mation in the laundry have been con- 
sidered, And yet it is safe to say that 
family laundry plants have been 
slower to adopt work-saving accesso- 
ries for this mechanical operation than 
they have for any other. 

One reason for this paradox is that 
while flatwork may comprise as much 
as 60 percent of the family bundle, 
the size of the family bundle itself is 
gradually diminishing. The launderer 
sees no reason for buying specialized 
accessories that he feels are designed 
for use in large-volume operations. 

The bundles he receives comprise 
both large and small pieces and he 
finds it expedient to keep these pieces 
close together to simplify his assembly

Shirt finishing equipment has been 
thoroughly designed to satisfy plant- 
owner demands for better quality and 
greater production. Everything that 
can be made automatic is automatic 
from the presses to the folding table. 
But no shirt unit has that necessary 
element of judgment or “thought” to 
justify its being classified as an exam- 
ple of true automation. 

The number of operators in the 
typical shirt unit will vary from one 
to four girls, and the number of 
presses from two to six. Production 
capacities by manufacturers’ ratings 
also vary from 1,000 to as high as 
5,600 per 40-hour work week, de- 
pending on the unit. 

The current trend is toward the 
cabinet-type shirt unit. There is a 
cabinet, for example, which does both 
sleeves in one lay and another cabinet 
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. talk about profitable sidelines!" 























field, one customer's order may 
amount to hundreds of pieces of 
standard size, and assembly doesn’t 
pose as much of a problem, 

When the family plant operator 
does have a sufficient amount of large 
flatwork pieces to fill a unit, his im- 
mediate concern is to provide facilities 
for finishing the small pieces. Only 
then will he consider adding the 
work-saving accessories, to save buy- 
ing another expensive ironer. 

When all is said and done, the basic 
design of flatwork ironers hasn't 
changed much in years. The manufac- 
turers have added devices and ar- 
rangements to reduce maintenance 
problems, but there haven’t been any 
revolutionary advancements to in- 
crease ironer speed. 

At least one manufacturer has in- 
creased the diameter of ironer rolls 
which cover a greater amount of chest 
area to meet this problem. And plant- 
owners are finding other means to 
speed operation, There’s more interest 
in preconditioning, steam traps, pad- 
ding, touch-up and other means to 
reduce down-time and push more 
work through the ironer. Asbestos 
materials are being used in place of 
canvas materials to give longer life 
and different arrangements are being 
tried on tapes. 

Many plantowners have suggested 
that the ironers be reduced in size 
and cost. A number of two-girl return 
ironers have been made available for 
the small and medium-size laundry, 
the activated drive-in operation, etc., 
and they operate by steam, gas or 
electric power. 

Great advances have been made in 
providing machines to shake out, pre- 
pare, iron and fold sheets and other 
flatwork with the minimum use of 
manual labor, And these mechanical 
accessories are being used to advan- 
tage in linen supply and commercial 
plants. 

Some of the folding machines used 
here can be classified as automated 
machines since they automatically 
take pieces of various size and fold 
them exactly in half. 

Specialized towel folding machines 
have also been built that not only 
fold, stack and count the items but 
even iron the crease to produce 
smaller uniform stacks. These folders 
may be fed manually, or directly from 
the ironer. The only thing left for the 
operator to do is to tie the bundles 
out, Future plans call for the elimina- 
tion of this function and it is hoped 
that some inspection system may also 
be incorporated in the machine that 
will cause it to reject any torn or 
stained linens, There is a machine al- 
ready available that will signal the

How To Mechanize Flatwork Production 


MANY LAUNDRYMEN see no rea- 
son why it is necessary to load a 
washer, unload it, load an extractor, 
unload it, load a conditioner, unload 
it, load a spreader and then hand-feed 
an ironer which in itself has a rela- 
tively limited capacity, They also 
wonder why, after al] these years, flat- 
work folding machines do nothing 
more than fold sheets in half. 

Ray Calou, production manager of 
the Oakland Laundry, Oakland, Cali- 
fornia, sees some possible ways to re- 
duce al] this unproductive handling 
and he expressed his ideas at the All- 
American Conference of Claude E. 
Lucas Associates this year. 

“To set up a standard 8-roll flat- 
work ironer for production of 10 to 12 
sheets per minute would require a 
crew of nine (four shakers. two feed- 
ers and three folders), At 10 to 12 
sheets per minute this equals 400 to 
480 pieces p.o.h. 

“In order to increase operator out- 
put with present-day equipment we 
add a semi-automatic folder and re- 
duce the number of folding operators 
to one. 

“On the feed end, we can instal) a 
spreader and reduce the shake-out 
staff to two. 

“This gives us a crew of five with 
a capacity of 12 sheets per minute. 
Twelve sheets with five operators 
should give us an expectancy of 864 
pieces p.o.h. And this is about as far 
as we can go with the equipment we 
have at the present time. So let's de- 
sign some new equipment and go on 
from there. 

“On the discharge end let us install 
a full automatic folder and stacker, In 
other words, this folder will complete- 
ly fold and stack the output of the 
ironer with no operator, 

“On the feed end, let us install a 
spreader feeder which will spread out 
the sheet, brush out the leading edges, 
square it up and transfer it to the 
ironer. 

“Now for our same capacity of 12 
sheets per minute we have two opera- 
tors with an expectancy of 2,160 


pieces p.o.h. Actually, the manufac- 
turers claim that one girl can feed 
slightly more than eight sheets per 
minute into a spreader. Then two girls 
alternating should be able to get 16 
sheets into the spreader to give an 
operator expectancy of 2,880 pieces 
p.o.h. 

“But let’s not stop here. Instead of 
having these two operators feed into 
the spreader, let’s move them back 
where they can do the most good. 
They might just as well feed the work 
right into the washing machine. 

“Washing in itself is a process in- 
volving wetting, sudsing, agitation, 
flushing, rinsing, souring and bluing. 
The excess water is then removed 
by mechanical means and evapora- 
tion, We now do the work in large 
batches, but let’s change our think- 
ing and concentrate on doing it an 
inch at a time. It is much simpler to 
wash a single thickness of material 
than to wash it in a 350-pound glob. 
It would also be easier to rinse a sin- 
gle thickness of materia] using the 
same reasoning. And as long as we 
have the piece in a continuous flow, 
it is a simple procedure to squeeze 
excess water from it by running it 
through rollers. It could be passed 
over heated rollers for conditioning or 
pre-ironing and, finally, into the 
spreader for precise feeding. 

“As the bundle comes into the plant 
all the pieces to be processed in this 
equipment will be fed one after an- 
other. Since the machine will operate 
at a given speed, an electronic mem- 
ory device can keep track of the indi- 
vidual orders as they come out of the 
folder. As each order is completed at 
the stacker, it will be transferred auto- 
matically to an automatic wrapping 
table and tying machine. And from 
there it can be mechanically conveyed 
to the proper route bin or call office. 

“Sheets with a 16-cent selling price 
completely processed through this ma- 
chine at the rate of 16 per minute 
would yield a revenue of $153.60 
with a productive labor cost of $2.70 
or 1.7 percent.” DD)

operator in the event of a jam or when 
the unit is not being fed properly. 


For the future 


What developments may laundry- 
men look for in the future? No one, 
of course, can answer this question 
with any degree of certainty. And 
manufacturers are reluctant to talk 
about the prospects because of the 
patent situation. But one firm does 
report that it is now spending well 
over 10 percent of its total sales dol- 
lars on research and development. 

For the present, it seems certain 
that machines will continue to become 
more and more automatic, And that 
many more separate processes will be 
incorporated into one. (Although it 
doesn’t seem imminent now, the one- 
lay shirt unit may come. ) 
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The areas of advancement will not, 
of course, be confined to processing 
equipment. Although we have not 
talked about the power plant, this 
department is probably the most auto- 
mated one in the entire laundry. 
Thermostatic controls, automatic 
valves and gauges of every descrip- 
tion are used here that keep the boil- 
ers going at peak efficiency and mini- 
mum effort. 

It’s possible that commercial boil- 
ers may some day be powered by 
atomic energy. Or perhaps each ma- 
chine or piece of equipment might be 
sold with a self-contained power unit 
in it. 

It is possible that some discovery 
in the laundry supply field will affect 
the shape of future equipment. The 
discovery of some solvent may make 
it advisable to change our ideas of 
present machinery designs. More cold 


water formulas which reduce demands 
on steam producing equipment may 
make it possible for the industry to 
use smaller boilers and make more use 
ot space while reducing costs. 

Perhaps our ideas on batch washing 
will give way to some advanced sys- 
tem of continuous washing that will 
enable the operator to feed the work 
into the system as it comes in without 
the necessity of waiting for a lot to 
accumulate. 

Ultrasonic washing is now being 
used successfully to clean machine 
parts; perhaps some day someone will 
find a way of using it on bulk laundry. 

Similarly, infrared rays are used in 
several industries to dry paints, therm- 
oset plastics and vulcanize rubber. 
Conceivably, special infrared ovens 
might be designed to handle launder- 
ables or to dry blankets, as one British 
group has recently suggested. 

The possibilities for the future are 
unlimited, But we can’t sit and wait 
for them to happen, for this much is 
apparent: The development of the 
machines of tomorrow depends to a 
large extent on the degree of accept- 
ance laundrymen give to new equip- 
ment placed on the market today. 

But the responsibility cannot rest 
with laundrymen alone. The laundry 
industry has available now a wide 
range of labor-saving machines and 
equipment that the manufacturer has 
not sold. Simply because he hasn't 
gone all out to tell the industry what 
it can do and why no plant should be 
without one. 

In all too many instances, the aver- 
age plant operator doesn’t know how 
this year’s model differs from last 
years machine, Or, for that matter, 
from a machine made five years ago. 
Lacking this information, it is only 
natural that he should be content with 


what he has. C10)

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CHAPTER Iv 


HOW TO IMPROVE 
INTERNAL HANDLING 


‘*The internal handling of goods adds nothing to the product except cost 


and comparatively few plants have done anything to reduce this item. More 
thought should be given to a study by the equipment companies on the 


use of various types of conveyors to reduce handling operations.’’ 
—Frep W. McBrien 


EVERY TIME anything in a plant 
is moved from one place to another, 
that’s materials handling—all the re- 
ceiving and unloading; all the moving 
from work station to work station in- 
side the plant; all packaging and dis- 
patching. The term is not confined to 
mechanical handling alone, but to all 
handling where manual labor as well 
as machines is involved. 
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What does it matter? 

It matters because this is a good 
place to look if you are searching for 
ways to increase the efficiency of your 
operation. Good materials handling 
gets rid of a lot of dangerous and 
backbreaking work, stretches plant ca- 
pacity, increases productivity and re- 
duces costs. 

It is estimated that one in four 


workers in American industry spends 
his time just moving things around 
—that’s about 10 million people in 
all. By best guesstimates it is said that 
the application of modern materials 
handling methods could release about 
two million of them for other work 
where they could produce and earn 
more. 

The plant operator stands to make 
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important direct and indirect savings 
by applying modern handling meth- 
ods, also, Not only will wages previ- 
ously paid for unproductive work be 
paid for productive work but there 
will be a quickening of the flow of 
production and a fuller use of ma- 
chines; the work will not be dropped 
and soiled so often. With a steady 
supply of work ready at hand and 
delivered at a convenient level, the 
employee will be less fatigued. All 
these advantages result from good ma- 
terials handling. 


Where to start 


Materials handling involves the 
study of workflow to see what can be 
done to cut down the number of times 
each piece of work is moved. Often 
changes can be made that require no 
new machinery at all, only a better 
arrangement of what is already at 
hand. 

Costs should be determined to find 
out exactly how many dollars and 
cents are being expended to move 
work under the existing setup, And 
having this base, the plant operator 
can decide whether a new piece of 


equipment will save money or not. 


First things first 


[f it is found to be practical and 
advisable to make certain changes, the 
decision should be discussed with the 
personnel who will be affected by the 
change and shop stewards (if any) 
beforehand and they should be given 
the opportunity to make comments. 
The introduction of labor-saving de- 
vices is not likely to be met with any 
serious opposition in most cases, since 
the employees themselves often sug- 
gest more mechanization in plants 
where the suggestion-box system is in 
use. 

Employees freed from a manual] job 
by a machine can usually be given an- 
other job elsewhere in the plant, If 
they decide to leave of their own 
accord, the vacancy is simply not 
filled. Quite often the normal rate of 
turnover makes it unnecessary to let 


anyone go. 
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Self-service check-in speeds handling of incoming call-office work; some laundries have 


self-service check-out 


IN THE CALL OFFICE 


OVER-THE-COUNTER business has 
shown remarkable gains in the past 
few years, 

In its preliminary economic plan- 
ning study of the industry for the 
American Institute of Laundering, 
the Armour Research Foundation ob- 
served that call-office business is grow- 
ing faster than routes. 

Our own STARCHROOM - survey 
shows that fully one-quarter of our 
subscribers have opened new branch 
outlets during the past two years. 

There are many reasons for this 
trend which have been discussed at 
length. The important point is many 
old-line plants that have built their 
success on route operations are now 
actively exploring the merchandising 
appeals of fast service, one-stop shop- 
ping and drive-in locations. Their 
routes aren't being given up. In fact, 
most plantowners find that branch 
stores actually help build pickup-and- 
delivery business for routes servicing 
exactly the same area. 

It has been observed, however, that 
the essential] appeal of the store op- 
eration can break down if the call of- 
fice isn’t geared to give fast, conveni- 
ent service. People resent long waits at 
the counter just as much as they re- 
sent traffic snarls in the parking area. 

Here’s how some plantowners have 
overcome these objections, Some of 
the ideas may be readily usable in 
your call-office operation, Others can 
be modified and improved with a lit- 
tle imagination, 


Parking Patterns; Where it is neces- 
sary to have the customer park and 
walk in to the call office, it is advisa- 
ble to have the parking lot clearly 
marked to indicate how you would 
have the driver enter and where to 
leave his car. Allow sufficient space 
so as not to complicate the customer’s 
getting out of his vehicle, And avoid 
tight traffic patterns that require ex- 


cessive maneuvering. The ladies tend 
to avoid them. 


Drive-Through Tips: In any drive- 
through arrangement, whether it be 
a drive-up window or attended curb 
service, it is essentia] that the motor- 
ist be served promptly to avoid back- 
ing up traffic. Some operators have 
found it most expedient to have two 
lanes—a passing lane and a parking 
lane, The latter is used when orders 
are held up for one reason or another 
while the former provides easy egress 
for those who have completed their 
transactions. 

The use of an intercom can help 
speed the service from storage area 
to car, One plant in Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia, however, uses an_ electronic 
writing device that transmits the or- 
der number to the storage area, thus 
eliminating repeating or possible garb- 


ling of the information. 


Doorways: There are a number of 
supermarket-type doors that open 
automatically as the burden-laden cus- 
tomer breaks a beam of light, steps 
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There’s a Strong Trend to Branch Outlets 


Survey of SrarcHroom subscribers shows 1 out of 4 added a new branch outlet within past two years 
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‘ on a pad or nudges the door handle. 
These eliminate fumbling and _possi- 
ble collision as customers enter and 
leave the premises. 








Queve Chits: Taking a lead from the 
bakeries, a laundry in New Jersey has 
incoming customers take a numbered 
card that assures their being served 
on a “first out” basis. The sales girls

Counter Flow: A number of plants 
have separate counters for “incoming” 
and “outgoing” orders. Some equip

Serve Yourself: A few firms like Royce 
Superior Laundry, Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, encourage customers to fill 
out their own invoices when they turn 
in work. The Star-Palace, Rochester, 
New York, lets the customers pick up 
finished work from store bins while 
the cashiers check them out. 


Storage Conveyors: Available today 
is a variety of automatic storage con- 
veyors that deliver completed work to 
the counter at the touch of a hand, 
foot or dia] control, The girl need 
never leave the front office. These 
conveyors are popularly used for stor- 
ing finished drycleaning. But they can 





also be equipped with racks to hold 
laundry and shirt bundles. Many oper- 
ators believe it is an effective way to 
“activate” a cash-and-carry outlet, 


Invoice Info: There are many ways to 
reduce writing at the counter—too 
numerous to categorize here, There 
are specially designed tickets that re- 
quire only check marks and circles to 
indicate bundle Carbons 
help, as does having different tickets 
for different services. Some plants also 
use charge-account plates for address- 
ing tickets, The fastest way to handle 
incoming orders, of course, is to leave 
the listing function to the marking 
department.

"Out in 30 Seconds” 

THE CUSTOMER leaving his soiled 
bundle at the DeLuxe Laundry and 
Cleaning Service, Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, can be out of the call office in 
less than 30 seconds. If he picks up 
his finished work at the same time, it 
takes just three minutes longer. 

The unusual thing is that the cus- 
tomer can get this kind of fast service 
from part-time counter girls who 
learned their jobs in less than two 
hours. 

All the girls at the receiving counter 
have to do is put the customer’s name 
and address on an invoice, tear off 
the receipt and place the remaining 
portion in the bundle. (The contents 
of the bundle are not itemized until 
they reach the marker.) The bundle 
is then placed in one of three hampers 
designated for bachelor, family and 
drycleaning work. 

The girls at the outgoing counter 
take the customer’s stub and hunt up 
the order in the back room themselves 
or turn the stub over to a stock girl 
who hunts up the order for them, 
depending on the number of custom- 
ers to be attended. The idea is to keep 
no customer waiting. 

As the work is brought from the 
storage area, a key girl (known as the 
validator) checks the order and the 
stub to make sure they match. Then 
she tabulates the price of each service 
(bachelor, family and drycleaning) 
on her register. No money changes 
hands at this check-out point. 

The counter girl then takes the or- 
der to the customer, collects the 
money and turns it over to a cashier 
who handles the cash register for all 
the girls. At the end of the day the 
cashier’s record is checked against the 
validator’s record. The counter girl's 
task is solely accepting and giving 
out orders, Yet the management has 
a check on each transaction. 

DeLuxe has as many as 20 girls 
handling the counter during rush pe- 
riods when there may be 60 to 70 cus- 
tomers in the office at one time. And 
the least help (eight girls) during the 
lighter early hours of the afternoon. 

This flexible arrangement is made 
possible since the company prefers to 
hire girls part-time by the hour rather 
than on a full-time basis. Management 
purposely seeks courteous young mar- 
ried women who can put in only a 
few hours a day. It feels that these 
young women appreciate the chance 
to make a few extra dollars and will 
work staggered odd hours to suit the 
companys needs, The company has 
a long waiting list of applicants.

well. Such as tending the switch- 
board, marking and assembling or- 
ders, handling direct-mail promotions 
and other routine office procedures. 


Coin-Operated Equipment: A rela- 
tively recent development does away 
with attendants entirely, The cus- 
tomer operates washing and drying 
equipment by inserting a specified 
amount in coins into a meter on each 
machine. This activates the equipment 
for a given length of time. Such oper- 
ations may be run in conjunction with 
an attended call office where custom- 
ers may request finish laundry services 
and drycleaning. 


After Hours; For one reason or an- 
other some customers cannot get into 
a laundry during regular office hours. 
The laundry can still make its services 
available in several ways, A number 
of operators keep their coin-operated 
stores open 24 hours a day; most pro- 
vide a bundle drop for night deposits; 
others have telephone answering serv- 
ices and pick up the orders the follow- 
ing day. In the latter case, the plant- 
owner has the choice of subscribing to 
a “live” operator answering service or 
he may rent or buy an automatic tele- 
phone answering machine that tape- 
records the customer's request. Live 
service is more flexible but both have 
been used successfully,

IN THE 


LABOR IS WASTED whenever any 
employee is obliged to walk, lift or 
push anything as part of his job. These 
efforts can be reduced and often elimi- 
nated entirely by the use of modern 
handling methods and devices. There 
are a countless number of these labor- 
saving devices, which have applica- 
tion in every laundry operation, large 
or small, Every plantowner is aware 
of this and some make use of them. 
But few apply them to the fullest pos- 
sible extent. 

Conveyors are perhaps the first de- 
vices that come to mind when the 
subject of work handling arises, They 
come in many sizes and shapes and 
can carry all types of laundry and 
cleaning work—up, down, overhead 
and sideways. 


PLANT 


The flatbed conveyor is most com- 
monly used in our industry, But there 
are others such as the chain, cable, 
screw and suction conveyors that have 
application in today’s laundry plant. 


It is interesting to note, in our own 
survey of conveyor usage, that the 
crucial decision of whether to convey- 
orize or not seems to come when a 
plant starts doing a sales volume of 
$5,000 per week. In any event, the 
majority doing less than that amount 
were not conveyorized, while most 
doing more than that volume were 
conveyorized. 


In addition to transporting work 
from one process station to the next 
certain conveyors are also used to 
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count, classify, spread, fold, segregate 
and store work. 

Unnecessary handling may also be 
reduced in the plant by the use of 
simple tools such as slickrails, slides, 
hampers, etc. And by purchasing 
equipment that has simplified loading 
and unloading features. 


Entering the Plant: Plant operators 
can speed the unloading of trucks by 
having suitable facilities so that the 
vehicles can back right up to or inside 
the building proper. Where possible, 
the unloading platform should be the 
same height as the truck floor, A 
simple ramp can then be put down to 
cover the gap to allow hampers to 
enter the truck. Where work is to be 
removed in bulk, the task can be 
made easier by using roller conveyors. 

Where floor levels don’t match and 
the containers are too heavy to lift, as 
might be the case where work is 
brought in from a number of outlying 
depots in separate boxes, then trucks 
with hydraulic tail gates can be em- 
ployed to advantage. 

Whenever possible, incoming soiled 
work should be sent straight to the 
first processing station—the identifica- 
tion department. Where this is not 
possible, it should be stored so that it 
need not be lifted again. In laundries 
where floor space is at a premium, the 
work is often stored on balconies or 
in specially constructed hoppers above 
the marking tables. In others, the in- 
coming work is bagged and hung on 
overhead gravity rails and fed to the 
markers as needed, The bags may be 
constructed with drop-out bottoms to 
facilitate unloading. 


Marking Department: There are two 
basic identification systems and the 
method(s) in use will determine the 
way the work is handled. 

In the pin-and-net system no ma- 
chines are used except for scales to 
determine the weight of the bundle. 
In some instances plants may use 
scales that print the weight on the 
laundry ticket. 

In the full identification system a 
variety of machines are used in mark- 
ing, listing and pricing the individual 
items in the bundle. These machines 
may be either hand- or foot-operated 
or completely air-driven. One fairly 
recent development is the use of a 
tape recorder in listing operations. 

Each system may be adapted for 
conveyor usage. At least one manu- 
facturer includes a _ split-classification 
conveyor with installations of four or 
more marking machines. 

Of late, there has been considerable 
interest displayed in the “upside- 


down” net system in which nets re- 
main on identification bars continu- 
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ously, the bars being transported by 
conveyor to each of the finishing de- 
partments. Some expect this trend to 
grow since it eliminates manual] han- 
dling and assures there being a ready 
supply of nets at the marking station 
at all times. 

In linen supply plants, where iden- 
tification is not a major problem, many 
use split conveyors for classifying dif- 
ferent types of work. And counting 
conveyors that keep a more accurate 
record than human operators can. 


Washing Department: The manual 
labor in this department consists of 
loading and unloading washwheels, 
extractors and tumbler equipment. 

So far as washers are concerned, 
they can be loaded using overhead 
hoppers and chutes, Unloading can 
be simplified by using two-pocket 
wheels or special wheels that lift 
and dump the work. (One consul- 
tant suggests that manufacturers take 
a tip from the tanning industry and 








put doors at the top of the wheel for 
loading and at the bottom of the 
wheel for unloading. Work could be 
dropped on a conveyor leading to the 
finishing department. ) 

Some of the larger extractors have 
removable baskets that double as 
trucks. These can be moved to the 
washer, filled and placed directly into 
the extractor. A jib hoist or a small 
crane on an overhead monorail does 
the heavy lifting. On completion of 
the extraction cycle, the basket may 
again be removed and transported to 
a shake-out tumbler or table and the 
load dropped. Sling conveyors may 
be used more or less in the same man- 
ner. 

There is no problem in loading and 
unloading conditioning tumblers that 
are open at both ends, It’s the closed 
tumblers that present a small problem. 
In most cases these are tended manu- 
ally. 

Linen supply plants having 200- 
pound tumblers use a portable con-

Segregating conveyor simplifies sorting finished work by routes and stores 
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Miechanizing Classification 


An experimental classifying con- 
veyor now being tested in England is 
said to increase marking production 
by some 10 to 15 percent. 

This particular unit consists of a 
5-foot-long flat bed conveyor and ten 
1-foot-long conveyors—together they 
make one continuous conveyor run- 
ning at 300 feet per minute. The long 
conveyor, in this case, is inclined up- 
ward at about a 30° angle from the 
marking machine. It carries the work 
on to the short conveyors which are 
controlled by the marker. By pressure 
on the appropriate key, any of the 
short conveyors can be made to tip up 
and, at the same time, stop driving. 
Thus, any article fed along the line 


drops through the opening and into 
the trucks set beneath the conveyor. 

The sequence of operation has the 
marker insert the garment into the 
marking machine in the regular man- 
ner. While the machine holds and 
heat-seals the tag to the article, the 
operator presses the appropriate key 
for the classification of that article, 
which lifts up the appropriate 1-foot 
conveyor. While the article is being 
held by the machine, the long con- 
veyor is already carrying the free end 
up the incline. The instant the ma- 
chine releases the article, the latter 
runs along the conveyor and drops 
into the appropriate hole. 

The operator presses the key for 


each article. The only exception is 
for hanks and sheets. These are al- 
lowed to run off the end of the con- 
veyor. A baffle at the end makes the 
hanks drop into a trough while the 
weight of the large flat pieces carries 
them over the trough and into a truck. 

The classifying task is absorbed by 
the marker, And the marking machine 
manufacturer making these conveyors 
reports that the conveyors “speed 
marking by some 10 percent or 15 
percent over and above her original 
output for marking only.” The in- 
crease is attributed to the fact that 
“the articles are taken away from 
the marker automatically and there- 
fore she does not have a collection of 
marked articles in front of the mark- 
ing machine which she has to clear 


periodically.” 














Mechanizing Assembly 


Assembling by machine: System 
of assembly was developed at New 
England Laundry, Springfield, Mas- 
sachusetts, in the late 1940's. This 
device consists of 12 trays which 
move continually in a circle above 
10 canvas hampers. Each tray has 
a push-button panel numbered from 
0 through 9. The operator glances 
at the last digit of the marking tag, 
drops the piece on one of the mov- 
ing trays, and flips the switch of the 


proper number. The tray opens and 
unloads automatically over the cor- 
responding hamper. The machine re- 
volves at the rate of 38 trays per 
minute. The device assembled 97 
shirts in 5 minutes, 690 pieces in 
37 minutes and 1,114 pieces in 1 
hour and 5 minutes. These figures 
represent assembly and checking of 
between 17 and 19 pieces per opera- 
tor minute. That is almost a piece 
every 3 seconds. 








veyor for loading loose items. Where 
a hydraulic extractor is used in con- 
junction with this tumbler, the work 
is left in 200-pound blocks and set 
on tables high enough to facilitate 
pushing them easily into the tumbler’s 
mouth. On completing the cycle, the 
tumbler is tipped and disgorges the 
load as the cylinder basket keeps re- 
volving. 


Finishing Department: Slickrails and 
conveyors are widely used in dry- 
cleaning operations to carry work to 
and from the finishers. They are not 
so widely used in laundry operations. 
In most cases the work is brought to 
the finishers in trucks, hampers or 
shallow trays. And removed on port- 
able racks and bins. 

Nevertheless, some effort can be 
saved here too. Many plantowners, 
for example, deliver flatwork to the 
shakers in hampers having false bot- 
toms suspended from springs. The 
bottoms keep rising as work is re- 
moved and tension lessened to keep 
the work within easy reach of the 
operators. Others find that portable 
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steel-wire bins are easier to move and 
keep free from dust and dirt. 

One place where conveyors are 
most likely to be found is at the flat- 
work ironers, Almost every plant has 
some type of arrangement to handle 
go-backs, More often than not it con- 
sists of a basket suspended from a 
rail which is simply pushed back and 
forth across the ironer. 

There is also a good chance that the 
flatwork ironers may be backed up 
by conveyors that carry the flat part 
of a bundle (tumble work, hanks, 
socks, sheets, etc.) to the final assem- 
bly and packaging departments. 

There are other ways to reduce 
handling in the flatwork department 
with the use of shake-out tumblers, 
spreaders and automatic folders, and 
these methods are widely used in com- 
mercial operations. 

The increasing interest in shirt qual- 
ity makes shirt inspection mandatory. 
While some operators prefer to run 
spot checks, others believe that the 
only right way to do it is to inspect 
every shirt, Slickrails and conveyors 
have application here, since the fold- 
ing operation in many cases is re- 
moved from the shirt unit proper. The 
shirts are hung on hangers and car- 
ried to the inspector and on to the 
folding machines. 

A number of recent innovations de- 
signed to minimize handling are con- 
centrated around the shirt folding 
unit. In one case a manufacturer has 
produced a folding table with a swivel 
top that permits the operator to make 
either a side fold or front fold, which- 
ever she has become accustomed to 
do most easily. In another case folding 
arms have been designed to fit man- 
ual tables with the idea of improving 
folding quality, reducing folding time 
and simplitying training. 

Several firms have also introduced 
collar forms that mold the collar to a 
semiflat position. The shirts take up 
less space in the customer’s bureau 
and, of course, the route salesman 
can load more shirt orders into his 
truck. Some plantowners using this 
latter device also find that they can 
do away with the use of collar sup- 
ports, bands, shirtboards, by slipping 
a shirt envelope over the shirt while 


it’s still on the folding blade. 


Packaging: There is a lack of stand- 
ardization in laundry packaging prac- 
tices but packaging itself is not con- 
sidered a major problem. 

Wrapping tables are available that 
cut and dispense paper automatically 
to required size which is determined 
by the height of the bundle. And 
gummed-tape dispensers issue cut 
lengths of tape that seal the bundle 
or box securely. 
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Hand-tying has given way to auto- 
matic tying machines that tie any 
bundle or box regardless of size or 
shape in a matter of seconds, Even 
an inexperienced gir] can outproduce 
half a dozen hand tyers just by posi- 
tioning the package and stepping on 
a foot pedal. 

In the drycleaning department, 
simple holders enable the operator to 
slip a prepositioned bag over the or- 
der in no time at all. A relatively new 
development here is a self-contained 
bagging device that actually makes a 
bag to fit the particular length of the 
garment being processed, It contains 
a roll of transparent packaging mate- 
rial which is prepared in a tube or 
sleeve form. The garment is hung in 
the unit and the operator pulls the 


sleeve down around it. Then she 
presses a button which cuts and heat- 
seals the top of the sleeve and the 
garment is ready for delivery. 


Storage: Slickrails and conveyors can 
simplify the movement of finished 
work to storage areas. Perhaps the 
most unusual conveyor used in this 
connection is a segregating conveyor 
that allows the operator to stand in 
one spot and subassemble hangered 
work into as many as 60 separate rails 
representing stores and routes. This 
is accomplished by prepositioning the 
hangered items on a carrier which 
moves down the rows of rails until] it 
is intercepted by the only rail in its 
way. Here it automatically slides off 
the carrier and on to the storage rail. 














BUSINESS 
OFFICE 











THE DEVELOPMENT of automatic 
machines for the business office has 
been so rapid and quiet that few lay- 
men have been able to keep track of 
them, much less understand them. 

Electric calculators and adding ma- 
chines have been with us for a long 
time. And since World War II the use 
of automatic machines has increased 
even more, We have a variety of auto- 
matic timeclocks, electric typewriters, 
addressing and duplicating equip- 
ment, punch-card equipment, ac- 
counting machines and the like, 

Yet despite these innovations, the 
number of people working in Ameri- 
can business offices has increased from 
five million to eight million, And our 
businessmen are becoming alarmed 
by the fact that each letter dictated 
and typed in the office costs them 
nearly $1.25 each. (It’s now becoming 
a general practice to return letters 
to their writers with written or typed 
answer on the bottom. ) 

Laundrymen are getting cost-con- 
scious in other ways. St. Mary’s Laun- 
dry, Ardmore, Pennsylvania, found 


that the cost of administering small 
charge accounts did not justify the 
service, So management corrected this 
situation by assessing all charge ac- 
counts with a $1 service charge the 
first of each month, A credit amount- 
ing to 10 percent of the monthly 
laundry and cleaning bill (up to $1) 
was issued to all charge accounts on 
the last day of each month. This 
meant that a customer who sent in 
$10 worth of business each month 
was not obliged to pay any service 
charge. The only ones who were actu- 
ally assessed were the customers who 
made the service costly. 

A Texas linen supply firm offers its 
services to one large institution on a 
flat-rate annual contract basis. (The 
amount was computed on past experi- 
ence.) This procedure eliminates 
weighing, counting, pricing, and the 
customer gets faster service. But best 
of all, the account requires no elabo- 
rate bookkeeping. A monthly state- 
ment is simply mailed out each month 
and the charge is the same each time. 

There are laundries using punch-

cards, microfilm records and account- 
ing equipment and many more that 
should. 

So far as the use of automation-type 
business machines is concerned, the 
best prospects for this equipment are 
the medium to large laundries where 
the recording of sales is the only 
sufficiently repetitious operation to 
justify the cost. 

One rule of thumb sometimes used 
for determining the size of a laundry 
business office staff is: one girl for 
every $100,000 of annual volume 
handled. The average laundry’s rec- 
ords (such as payroll, route control, 
accounts receivable) can be kept satis- 
factorily with the proper use of rela- 
tively simple hand machines such as a 
payroll board, portable addresser, an 
adding machine, etc. 


In conclusion 


It's inevitable that many new labor- 
saving devices will be perfected. Some 
of them inconceivable even 10 years 


ago. 

Just the other day a newspaper re- 
lease announced the development of 
a machine that “reads.” It employs a 
magnetic ink and an electric scanner 
which is able to distinguish each char- 
acter by its height, shape and amount 
of surrounding white space. Perhaps 
this device may have some application 
in the marking department or business 
office of the laundry plant of tomor- 
row. Or perhaps it may be filed along 
with other startling inventions such as 
the radio and television in the laun- 
dryman’s file as nice but still too new 
and expensive to apply. 

The basic problem so far as the 
laundry industry is concerned is this: 
The small plants that could use mod- 
ern labor-saving devices most are the

ones that can least afford the invest- 
ment. 

Their immediate salvation so far as 
new machines are concerned would 
seem to rest with the development of 
inexpensive gadget-like devices rather 
than in the development of a revolu- 
tionary new system of laundering in- 
volving a minimum amount of han- 
dling. 

This becomes readily apparent 
when, for example, one observes that 
a plant is content to use a makeshift 
table on the catchers’ side of the flat- 
work ironer because it doubles the 
speed of their folding operation. They 
don’t handle enough flatwork volume 
to warrant the purchase of an auto- 
matic folder. 

The big volume plants and the spe- 
cialized plants, such as linen supply, 


diaper laundries, etc., would appear 
to stand the best chance for auto- 
mation techniques. 

For the others, the immediate need 
is for simpler handling devices, such 
as lifts, slickrails, conveyors, platens, 
and the like, until their increased vol- 
ume justifies more elaborate improve- 
ments. 

Even though full automation may 
never be applied in the laundry in- 
dustry, its development in other in- 
dustries may ultimately prove to be a 
blessing in disguise. For in striving to 
reach the goal of push-button operation 
there must be a greater trend toward 
standardization, mechanization and 
the reevaluation of methods, processes 
and procedures. This is a healthy re- 
action that is bound to augur well for 
our industry. OO

Note that rate and capacity figures vary through rather 
wide limits. While all sheeting will not have identical rates 
and capacities, the figures above serve as good approxima- 
tions for what may be expected. 

Absorption data are of value to diaper laundries using 
compounds which reduce the absorbency of textiles since 
they help control washroom application. Many plants use a 
quaternary ammonium compound as a softening agent. 
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little or no protection. 

The proper procedure is outlined thus: 

1. Follow the regular wash formula through the final 
clear rinse and drain. 

2. Add water till a 4-inch level inside the cylinder is 
reached. 

3. Add 20 percent stock solution (the amount must be 
determined by experience) to the wheel while in motion; 
allow wheel to run at least 5 minutes before adding sour. 
4. Add sour as usual, making certain the pH of the sour 
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bath is 6 or below. (The sour fixes the stock solution in the 
linen, thus giving the best mildew protection.)

Reclamation of Stained Linens 


There are many methods to reclaim linen ranging from 
single-piece treatment to bulk formulas. The bulk treatment 
method is described here. 

Most plants collect stained linens until they have a load 
and then rerun in a formula that is the same or a little 
stronger than their regular washing formula. This is known 
as a “washover formula.” The good pieces are then picked 
out and the remainder are rerun again. The danger in this 
method lies with successive rewashes. For extra bleach is 
generally used at high temperatures, and linens suffer high 
strength losses. 

A linen reclamation formula differs from a washover for- 
mula in that it is designed to restore linens to usable 
condition in one treatment. Instead of being rewashed, un- 
satisfactory pieces are downgraded for use in other depart- 
ments, For example, a stained towel might well serve as a 
wiping cloth while it still had some value. It takes confi- 
dence in a formula, of course, to know that if pieces are not 
cleaned up they should be put to another use or discarded. 

A good reclamation formula should remove metallic 
stains, bleachable stains, oil and other types of stubborn 
stains. 

Some of the early reclamation formulas required linens 
to be “boiled out” in a special tank and then transferred to 
a washer for the final operations. This is a messy procedure 
and requires extra equipment and handling. All that is 
needed is a metal washer with a steam connection. A metal 
washer is preferred because a wooden cylinder can become 
channeled by prolonged use of live steam. 
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The reclamation formula given at left uses chlorine. It is 
used only for white cotton work, since colors will “print off” 
in strong, hot solutions of soap and alkali. This is true even 
of so-called fast-colored garments. 

This formula is sometimes described as a “reverse sour” 
formula because the sour is run first. The sour is run first 
for good reasons: First, to remove rust before bleach has a 
chance to act on it and cause localized damage. Second, it 
helps to remove lime soap and uncover stains in order that 
the bleach may act on them. And third, it places the boil 
operation containing soap last where it helps to restore 
lubrication to the linens to make them iron more easily. 

Note that the bleach operation differs from most in that 
it is run cold. It follows the boil-out to reduce the supply 
concentration to the point where efficient bleaching can be 
obtained and it also reduces the temperatures to 100° F. 

The combination of a long bleaching cycle, low temper- 
atures, and high concentration of bleach put together the 
necessary conditions for very effective bleaching with safety. 
The two quarts of 14 percent bleach suggested in the for- 
mula give tensile strength losses of about 7 percent. On 
badly stained work this is not considered excessive where 
a large percentage of the load can be returned to service. 

This formula is very flexible. For example, if your stain 
work does not contain grease or heavy-set stains that re- 
quire boiling, replace the boil with a light suds to remove 
any accumulations of catch dirt and then go into the bleach. 
It is also possible that the load has bleachable stains only 
and can go into the bleach operation at once, leaving both 
the rust and grease removing operations out of the formula. 

Another variation of this formula is to allow the boil 
operation to set overnight and bleach the following day. 
This sometimes gives exceptionally good removal of deep- 


set stains.

Reclaiming Nylon and Dacron 


White nylon and Dacron garments tend to turn gray and 
build up soil as a result of continued home washing in hard 
water, These synthetic fabrics can be reclaimed and re- 
turned to use by applying the following procedures. 

Low temperature (100° F) washing with low-titer built 
soaps or synthetic detergents generally is recommended for 
lightly soiled synthetic-fiber fabrics. However, a more thor- 
ough washing procedure is required to clean heavily soiled 
items. 

The following washing formula will improve the appear- 
ance of many of the heavily soiled synthetics.

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Bluing, Bleaching and Souring Data 


Bluing Data 


Most blues are supplied in two or three different shades 
—usually a red-blue shade and a green-blue shade and 
frequently also an in-between shade known as a blue shade 
—sometimes referred to as a blue-blue shade. These various 
shades are all blue, of course, but the proportions of colors 
in them are altered slightly. 

In areas of low bicarbonate alkalinity in the water, most 
plants prefer to sour at a low water level and raise the 
level for the blue bath. When sour is applied before blue, 
shade selection is mostly a cut-and-try procedure. 

All three shades can be applied in an acid bath, although 
there is often a greater tendency toward grabbing with a 
green-blue shade than with either of the other two. This 
doesn’t present much of a problem because there is seldom 
occasion to use a green-blue shade in a “sour-first” formula. 
The red-blue shade is most often preferred for application 
after sour with the blue shade running a fairly close second. 

When bicarbonate alkalinity in the water is high, it usu- 
ally pays to reverse the conventional procedure and blue 
before souring, because it is possible to use substantially 
less sour to neutralize the alkalinity in 4 or 5 inches of water 
if the sour bath is the last operation than would be required 
to neutralize the alkalinity in 10 to 12 inches of water, which 
would have to be done if the blue were the last operation. 
If the bicarbonate alkalinity is very high (more than 250 
p.p.m. of NaHCO,) a green-blue shade is likely to be most 
satisfactory. When the bicarbonate alkalinity is moderate or 
low (less than 250 p.p.m. of NaHCO, ), the choice is usually 
between a green-blue shade and a blue shade. A red-blue 
shade is seldom adaptable to a “blue-first” formula. 

Quite a number of laundrymen prefer to blue before sour- 
ing—even though the water in their plants is low in bicar- 
bonate alkalinity. The idea is not primarily to save sour, 
but to eliminate spotty, streaky, uneven bluing. There is no 
guarantee that bluing before souring will eliminate bluing 
difficulties, but there is some basis for hoping that it will 
in a great many cases. 

One factor in bluing practice that unquestionably ac- 
counts for a great deal of blue-grabbing and similar diffi- 
culties is the tendency of some washmen to be in a little 
too great a hurry to get the blue into the wheel in conven- 
tional “sour-first” formulas. 

When a load is soured at a water level of 4 or 5 inches 
with the intention of raising that level to 10 or 12 inches 
for blue, naturally the amount of sour added at the low 
water level is going to have to be enough to keep the load 
sour at the higher water level. So while the water level is 


still at the low point, the load is consequently oversoured. 

If blue is applied to such an oversoured load before the 
high water level is reached, there is always a very strong 
tendency for the heavily soured fabrics to grab the blue. 
Unfortunately, just putting on one or two cold rinses can- 
not be depended upon to rinse out grabbed blue. Very often 
the dyeing job thus accomplished requires vigorous washing 
and sometimes heavy bleaching. 

One sensible preventive measure is simply to switch the 
sour and blue operations so that blue cannot be applied 
on an oversoured load. When blue is applied to a load ahead 
of sour, it doesn’t fully discharge upon the goods until sour 
is added. Without risking an uneven “take,” this procedure 
permits a uniform distribution of blue throughout the wash- 
wheel solution and throughout the load—before the blue is 
fully developed. Thus, when the sour is finally applied, the 
blue on the load can develop evenly. As a rule, either a 
blue shade or a green-blue shade is more likely to be suc- 
cessful in such formulas than a red-blue shade. 

To assure uniform bluing, it is essential that the strength 
of the stock solution of blue be standardized. Concentrations 
of 2 ounces of concentrated blue in 2, 5, or 10 gallons of 
water are satisfactory—so long as the same concentration is 
always used, 

Generally it seems to be preferable not to add any greater 
volume of 56 percent acetic acid than of the concentrated 
blue. If the stock solution is made up by using 2 ounces of 
concentrated blue in a 5-gallon crock, 2 ounces of 56 per- 
cent acetic acid ought to be plenty. Overacidified blue stock 
solutions have been known to promote a great deal of 
troublesome blue-grabbing and blue-dyeing. Moreover, al- 
though most blues are free from pronounced sedimentation 
tendencies, any blue is more likely to settle out of solution 
in the crock if it is highly acidified. 

Acetic acid will provide somewhat “longer mileage” on 
blue, but it is misleading to assume that a quart of blue 
can be made to last twice as long by adding 2 quarts of 
acetic acid along with it. All that that sort of thing can ac- 
complish is to promote a muddy blue or blue-gray cast in 
the work. 

Stock solution should always be carefully measured out in 
nonmetallic cups or other small measuring containers (glass, 
plastic or earthenware), diluted in a pail of cold water, and 
applied evenly across the wheel—preferably with the wheel 
turning toward the operator—after the water in the wheel 
has reached the customary level for bluing.

Bleaching Data 


Bleaches fall into two general groups: oxidizing and re- 
ducing. 

An oxidizing agent adds oxygen to the discoloration to 
remove it. A reducing bleach takes away oxygen to accom- 
plish the whitening process. Reducing bleaches also include 
stripping agents such as sodium hydrosulfite and sodium 
bisulfite. A stripping agent is used for complete color re- 
moval from dyed or tinted fabrics and not for general whit- 
ening practice. 

The oxidizing agents include sodium hypochlorite, sodium 
perborate, hydrogen peroxide and potassium permanganate. 
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Of these, only sodium hypochlorite and hydrogen peroxide 
are used extensively in laundries. 

Hydrogen peroxide bleach is recommended for silks, 
wools and rayons because of its relative mildness and safety 
in use. Because the bleaching action and stain-removal prop- 
erties of hydrogen peroxide on cotton and linen fabrics fall 
short of the performance of sodium hypochlorite its usage 
is rather restricted. It is sold on the basis of oxygen con- 
tent expressed as percentage or volume. The most common 
forms: 3 percent (10 volume), 30 percent (100 volume). 

A 3 percent stock solution is normally made up. If the 
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peroxide is purchased in the 30 percent form it is diluted 
with nine parts of water to form the stock solution. One pint 
of 3 percent solution per 100 pounds of clothes is the 
amount to use in a bath following the suds, before rinsing. 
A running time of 10 minutes is long enough at around 
150 degrees. 

Because it decomposes readily, always keep peroxide out 
of the sunlight and keep foreign material out of the carboy 
in which it comes. 

Sodium hypochlorite is by far the most popular form of 
bleach used in laundries. It may be made up in various 
ways but the solution poured in the washwheel is the com- 
bination of sodium, oxygen and chlorine corresponding to 
the formula NaOCl. 

Chloride of lime bleach is the old standard of the laun- 
dry industry, For years it was the only plant method in 
use. The method consists of allowing proper amounts of 
chloride of lime to react with soda ash or modified soda to 
neutralize the lime hardness and produce a sodium hypo- 
chlorite bleach acceptable for use. A typical formula utilizes 
10 pounds of chloride of lime with 10 pounds of soda ash, 
or 20 pounds modified soda, in 35 gallons of water to give 
a 1 percent available chlorine bleach. A thin slurry is made 
with the chloride of lime and part of the water. The alkali 
is then added and mixed until dissolved. After the balance 
of the water is added, the solution is allowed to stand until 
ae Sie settles to the bottom. The clear solution is then 
ready. 

High-test bleaching powder (calcium hypochlorite) has 
to a large extent replaced the chloride-of-lime method be- 
cause it is more convenient to use. It is available in bulk 
quantity or in unit cans designed for the preparation of 30- 
gallon batches of bleach. In preparing stock solutions the 
calcium hypochlorite is converted into sodium hypochlorite 
by a procedure similar to that described for chloride of lime 
bleach. One unit can, containing 334 pounds of bleach pow- 
der, mixed with 3 pounds of soda ash, or 6 pounds modified 
soda, in 30 gallons of water, will yield 1 percent available 
chlorine bleach. If the powder is purchased in bulk quan- 
tity the same proportions are used. 

In making up bleach by either the chloride-of-lime or 
high-test bleaching powder methods it is good practice to 
use a two-tank system. The bleach is made up in one tank, 
then drawn or siphoned off to the other tank, from which 
it is used. This system adds a margin of safety in that the 
sludge particles formed in the bleach preparation never 
reach the washwheel. Only the clear stock solution is used. 

Because it is simple to use, carboy bleach is very popular 
among laundrymen. It is simply a high-strength sodium hy- 
pochlorite bleach of from 12 to 16 percent available chlorine 
delivered in 5-gallon glass carboys. A 1 percent stock solu- 
tion is made up by diluting it with water. If the strength of 
the carboy bleach is 14 percent, a dilution of 1 gallon of 
bleach in 13 gallons of water will make 14 gallons of stock 
solution of 1 percent available chlorine strength. 

A stock solution should always be used on the wheel. It is 
too difficult to measure accurately a small amount of con- 
centrated solution and the smaller the load in the wheel, 
the more difficult this practice is. 

How much bleach is used? Enough to achieve whiteness 
in the work, Two quarts of 1 percent bleach per 100 pounds 
of work is the generally accepted standard. However, this 
figure is not inflexible. The less one can use the better. Some- 
times this amount may have to be increased slightly but it 
is well to investigate the remainder of the washing for- 
mula first. Excessive use of bleach always means excessive 
tensile strength losses. 

Bleach is used after the clothes have been washed clean 
—after the last suds and before rinsing. This point is chosen 
so that the bleach will work on the stains and the fabric in- 
stead of being wasted on soil. Some soap or soap regenera- 
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tor added to the operation before the bleach will give bet- 
ter penetration and dispersal of the bleach through the 
load. After adding the bleach the suds level will drop, then 
return to a higher level. The bleach destroys some soap but 
it strips more soap from the fabrics than it destroys. This 
results in more suds. 

The water level for the bleach bath should be the same 
or slightly higher than that of the preceding suds baths. 
Five inches is a good standard. Temperature of the water 
should be between 135 and 160 degrees. A good average 
is 150 degrees. Decomposition of bleach in the load is par- 
tially dependent on temperature, i.e., the higher the tem- 
perature the more rapid the action. Too low a temperature 
means that the bleach bath must be run too long to get 
proper results. Too high a temperature means that the 
bleach will decompose before properly penetrating the load. 

If live steam must be used to heat the water above 135 
degrees it should be done before the bleach is added. Add- 
ing steam while bleach is in the wheel will result in spotty, 
excessive bleaching action with attendant damage to the 
clothes. 

The bleach bath should run from 8 to 10 minutes. Tests 
have shown that 80 to 90 percent of the bleach is decom- 
posed in the first 3 minutes but additional time is neces- 
sary to complete the job. Running a bleach bath longer 
than 10 minutes wastes time and money. 

Let’s review the above procedures, First, one must make 
sure of washing the work clean. Bleach is a valuable wash- 
ing aid but it cannot compensate for a poor job of soil re- 
moval, Then the proper bleach is chosen. 

From the bleach chosen one makes up a 1 percent stock 
solution. If one is concerned with small quantities he may 
make this a 0.5 percent stock solution and double the 
amount used on the wheel. About 2 quarts of 1 percent stock 
solution are used per 100 pounds of load. If one can obtain 
satisfactory whiteness by using less, that is desirable. The 
bleach bath follows the suds. Soap or soap regenerator is 
added to the bleach bath to raise a suds. The bath is run 
in 5 inches of water at 150 degrees for 10 minutes. The 
work is then ready to be rinsed. 

Use a rubber dipper to measure bleach stock solutions. If 
you measure your solution in pints get a pint-size dipper. 
Don’t buy a quart dipper and guess when you have it half 
full each time. Wait until the full water level has been 
reached in the washer, then add the stock solution slowly 
along the width of the wheel as it turns down into the so- 
lution. Never add steam after adding bleach to the wheel. 

Leaking bleach pails are an invitation to damage claims 
and should be discarded at once (a prime reason for not 
using the washroom floor as a classifying table). When dip- 
ping out bleach beware of dipping into the sludge. (When 
poured into the washwheel, sludge will cause pinholes in 
the clothes.) It is false economy to prepare a new batch of 
bleach stock solution by utilizing the sludge remaining 
from the previous batch. 

Remember to use caution. The bleach in the stock solu- 
tion is about 100 times as strong as when used in the 
wheel, so treat it with care. Even when properly used, 
bleach probably contributes more to tensile-strength loss 
than any other washing supply. 


Organic Bleaches 


Organic bleaches are substances which have been intro- 
duced to the field quite recently. They have several advan- 
tages in comparison with hypochlorite bleaches. For one 
thing, they require less storage space since they are put 
into the wheel in dry form. They are more stable than hypo- 


chlorite bleaches, and they are not so harmful to personnel 
coming in contact with them. Furthermore, as a bleach, they 
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tend to incur less strength loss than the hypochlorite 
bleaches. 


How to use them: Organic bleach is used very successfully 
in conventional formulas by adding it dry to the washwheel 
in the bleach bath. It is very stable, stores well; that is, there 
is no problem of caking, and it has tremendous value in 
linen conservation because it is safe on fabric even if it is 
left on wet fabric overnight. 

For maximum stain-removal efficiency in the conven- 
tional-type formula, the bleach bath solution should be 
around the pH of 10.4. The recommended use of organic 
bleach is 1 to 2 ounces per 100 pounds of work depending 
on the degree of soil. For light soil, usually 1 ounce is 
sufficient, even less in some instances; and for heavy soil, 
such as family work, 2 ounces are required. 

Organic bleach is also recommended for the One-Shot 


Formula where all the supplies are added to the first opera- 
tion. For this type of formula, the pH requirements are 
higher. For heavily soiled work, the pH should be around 
12.0, using approximately 2 ounces of organic bleach per 
100 pounds of work. 

For stained reject linen supply work, organic bleach is 
very effective in an overnight soak in the washwheel, using 
12 inches of water at a temperature of 140° to 150° F. and 
4 to 6 ounces of organic bleach per 100 pounds of work 
depending on the degree of stain and mildew. 

Organic bleach is also very effective in the washing 
formula on heavily soiled and mildewed linen supply work. 
Because of the degree of heavy soil in some linen supply 
classifications the manufacturers prefer to make specific 
recommendations to each individual plant rather than give 
general use recommendations,

Once the correct amount of any given sour is determined, 
substitutions of other sours may be made on a mathematical 
basis. The table below gives these ratios for various chemi- 
cal formulas. 

Use of this table is simple. Suppose that one has been 
using sodium silico fluoride and desires to change to sodium 
acid fluoride for greater rust remova), The table reveals 
that the values are in the proportion of 2.3 to 1.7. Therefore, 
for each 2.3 ounces of sodium silico fluoride now in use 
there should be used 1.7 ounces of sodium acid fluoride.

The primary purpose of a souring operation is to neu- 
tralize the bicarbonate alkalinity in the water and the un- 
rinsed alkalinity still remaining in the clothes, This neutrali- 
zation is necessary because of the tendency of white cellu- 
Jose materials such as cotton and linen to assume a yellow 
or brown color in the presence of heat when alkali is pres- 
ent. Other properties of a good sour include removal of iron 
stains and destruction of bacteria. 

Zine silico fluoride is used widely by diaper laundries 
since it inhibits diaper rash. Some sours now also have 
sodium bisulfite incorporated in them to counteract any 
chlorine carry-over. 

How much sour is used? Enough is used to bring the pH 
of the load to generally accepted standards. For starched 
work such as shirts and uniforms, attain a pH of 4.5 to 5.0. 
For finished family work, 5.0 to 5.5, and for wetwash, 6.0 
to 6.5. No figures on amounts of sour needed to reach these 
values can be given since they will vary from plant to 
plant. Experimentation on one load will give an approxima- 
tion of the correct amount to use. Checking further loads 
and making any necessary small corrections will establish a 
standard. 
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The sours listed above are all good sours, as are many 
commercial mixtures. However, not al) acids are safe sour- 
ing agents. Such chemicals as hydrochloric acid, sulphuric 
acid, and sodium acid sulphate wil) cause damage to fabrics, 
even when carefully rinsed out. There are enough good, 
safe sours to use without incurring the risk of damaged 
goods and resultant claims. Oxalic acid, widely used for re- 
moval of rust stains, must be thoroughly rinsed from the 
fabrics to avoid chemical damage. 

Rules for the use of sour are simple. Souring is done 
at a low water level of 4 to 5 inches so that there may be a 
high concentration without wastage of supplies. The tem- 
perature is held as high as possible considering that the 
load must be handled after one or two more operations (130 
degrees is recommended). Time of operation is about 5 
minutes—just enough for neutralization to take place. 

Rust removal is an important function of the sour bath. 
A sour is chosen that, in addition to neutralizing value, 
will also remove rust stains. A sour such as oxalic acid is used 
when high rust concentrations are encountered. Thorough 
rinsing after the operation is required to insure removal 
of the oxalic acid which will cause chemical damage if an 
excess is left in the clothes. A common mixture, tailor-made 
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to avoid such complications, is one of oxalic and acetic acid. 
The oxalic acid, being more active, is used up first, leaving 
as excess only acetic acid, which will not cause damage. 
For minor rust-stain removal a sour is chosen containing an 
acid fluoride salt. 

The point in washing operations at which a sour bath 
is added depends on the water supply. With water of low bi- 
carbonate alkalinity, sour after rinsing and then blue the 
load. With water of high bicarbonate alkalinity, blue first 
and then sour. The reason for this is that the alkalinity of the 
water raises the pH to undesirable levels, necessitating the 
use of excessive sour to counteract this reaction. 


Fluorescent Sours 


Fluorescent-type dye stuffs that give off a bluish cast are 
incorporated in many sours used today. Many plantowners 


find that the use of these acid-type whiteners in sours gives 
them more uniform whiteness. Furthermore, they have no 


problem controlling the amount of bluing used since the 
bluing operation is eliminated. 

There are two types of fluorescent sours; one contains a 
slight amount of aniline blue and the other contains no 
blue at all.

Starching Data 


Preparation of Starch 


The use of all-cooked starch for sizing shirts in the wheel 
is recommended because cooked starch gives work a better 


feel and finish, more uniform results and less is required 


than if starch is used raw. 

Prepare the thin-boiling, noncongealing starch on the ba- 
sis of 8 oz. per finished gallon—the thick-boiling starch on 
basis of 5 oz. per finished gallon. 

The following table shows amount of starch to use in 
preparing given quantities of cooked starch on the basis 


of either 8 oz. or 5 oz. per finished gallon:

When preparing starch, always: 

. Weigh starch and measure water accurately. Do not 
guess. 

. Boil starch fairly hard for at least 20 minutes, counting 
time from moment boiling actually starts. 

. Check valves on starch cooker to make sure they do not 
leak and thus cause the starch solution to thin out. 

. Keep starch cooker and all containers clean to prevent 
souring. 

. Do not “build up” starch. Make fresh starch each time. 


Adding old starch to new is false economy. 


Procedure for Sizing Shirts Complete in the Wheel 


1. Have 3 inches of water in inside cylinder of washwheel. 

2. Use one gallon full-strength starch to each 25 to 35 
shirts—on an average 3 gallons (one 12-qt. pail) to each 
100 shirts, 

. Add required amount of starch to the wheel during last 
rinse or bluing process, while wheel is in motion and 
turning toward you. Run load for a full 10 minutes. 
Increase or decrease the amount of starch used, if neces- 
sary, to meet local conditions or special requirements as 
to weight and body of shirt work. 

. When shirts are washed in nets figure each net as two 

shirts and make proper allowance for amount of starch 
to be used. 
After starching, extract shirts until just a trace of water 
comes from the extractor. Time required will depend 
on speed of extractor and weight of load. Iron directly 
on press machine. 

. Colored shirts require 10 to 15 percent less starch than 
white shirts, so if washed separately, use proportionately 
less starch than recommended above. It is recommended, 
therefore, that white and colored shirts be sized sepa- 
rately whenever possible. 


Methods of Sizing Shirts in the Wheel 
There are two methods by which shirts may be com- 


pletely sized in the wheel: 
1. Size in the wheel in which shirts have been washed, 


during the last rinse or bluing process. The water level 
is dropped to 3 inches in the imside cylinder and the re- 


quired amount of starch added to the wheel while in 


motion. 


. Size in the wheel in which shirts have been washed but 


after washing process has been completed. Water is 


drained from wheel, the wheel is stopped and opened 


and the required amount of starch is poured directly 


over the shirts. 


Method No. 1 is standard practice in the great majority 


of laundries sizing shirts completely in the wheel. It is rec- 
ommended because of the time and labor it saves, and the 


higher degree of uniformity of work it assures.

The graph explains why 20 or more minutes of cooking 
are recommended. Any shorter cooking period results in 
incomplete disintegration of the granules, leaving partly 
cooked particles that are very sticky and viscous and cause 
difficulty in the laundry operation. 


How To Use Raw Starch in the Wheel 


Lack of a starch cooker in some plants makes the use of 


raw starch an attractive method. The required amount of 
raw starch should be suspended in a bucket of water and 


this mixture distributed evenly over the inside cylinder 
while the wheel is in motion. The load is run for 10 minutes. 
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Shirt Problems and Probable Causes 


“Pinholes” in fabrics: Introduction of live steam into 
water in washwheel during the bleaching operation. Bleach- 
ing should be carried out at temperatures between 140° and 
160° F. Increasing temperatures beyond this range increases 


tensile-strength loss. 


Dirty buttons: Sudden changes in temperature of rinse 
baths, The first rinse should be the same as or slightly higher 


than that of the last suds. If lower temperatures are used, 
there may be deposition of dirt on buttons, which cool more 


rapidly than the rest of the load. Temperature of succeeding 
rinses may be reduced but sudden changes should be 


avoided. 


Uneven bluing: May result from overloading nets and/or 
washer; uneven souring; insufficient running time; using too 


great a concentration of blue and/or adding it to the load 
incorrectly. 


Setting of blood stains: Too high a temperature on the 


break. When dealing with blood-stained garments keep the 


break temperature below 100° F 


Soap specks and “tattletale gray”: Redeposition of soil on 
the load resulting from use of hard water; washing ex- 


cessively soiled clothes which cause soap to break down; or 
insufficient rinsing. 


Starch turns brown: The color change occurs during the 
finishing operation and is often caused by excessive alka- 
linity of the water used in cooking starch. The higher the 
alkalinity of the solution, the greater the density of the 
starch and the more apt it is to congeal. On being heated, 
congealed starch will turn yellow or brown. A small amount 
of a safe sour may be added to each batch to remedy this 


condition. 


Sticking starch: When starch accumulations form on press 
heads and cover cloths, improper cooking is nearly always 
the fault. Be sure to boil starch for at least 20 minutes. 
Always begin the process using warm, not hot, water. Stick- 
ing of starchwork may also be caused by insufficient rinsing 
and/or excessive souring. 


Starch blisters: When starch is overcooked it becomes 
thin and weak; if used in this condition it tends to blister 
and buckle, Follow the manufacturer’s cooking directions 
carefully. Blisters are also apt to appear on collars if the 
collar press operator fails to allow sufficient time for drying 
or if the bosom press operator accidentally sprays the fin- 
ished part of the shirt while spraying the bosom. 


Extractor, Tumbler, lroner Data 


Extraction Data 


An efficient extractor should remove roughly 50 per- 
cent of the water in the load. Underextraction produces 
wet material, resulting in delays and added costs in the 
finishing department. When the amount of moisture re- 
tained in the load reaches 50 percent of the Joad’s dry 
weight, it is no longer economically feasible to continue 
extraction—that is, a dry load of 70 pounds should weigh 
approximately 105 pounds on leaving the extractor: 70 
pounds dry weight plus 35 pounds retained moisture = 
105 pounds. The table below assumes 2.5 pounds of water 
absorbed by each dry pound of clothes—an average 
figure. Extraction is continued until moisture retained is 
equal to 50 percent of dry weight; in this case 80 percent 
of the water is removed. Weighing a load of known dry 


weight before and after extraction, a laundry operator can 
readily check the efficiency of his extractors.

Extractor revolutions per minute and pounds of cen- 
trifugal force decrease with increasing capacities. Heavier 


loads require longer extraction periods, although periods 
required will vary with atmospheric conditions and class 


of work handled. Wetwash should run about 4 to 6 minutes 
in a 17-inch extractor; 10 to 12 minutes in a 30-inch ex- 


tractor and 15 minutes in a 48-inch extractor. 


Hydraulic Extractors 
There are on the market today extractors that eliminate 


excess moisture by squeezing rather than by spinning. Per- 


haps the best known operates by the application of water 
pressure inside a metal tub, against a rubber diaphragm, 


containing the material to be extracted, The extracted water 
is released through a perforated cover and flows out a drain 
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which is separate and apart from the water contained in the 
tank, The pressure water is brought from a special tank on 
the bottom of the unit and is returned to the same tank after 
extraction is completed, The operation is noiseless and vibra- 
tion-free. The unit will handle loads up to 200 pounds dry 
weight in a normal 10-minute run. 

Another type of hydraulic extractor operates on a differ- 
ent principle using a ram-type device to squeeze the water 
from the load. 


Releasing Suction 

Safe pulling of clothes from centrifugal extractors can be 
accomplished with ease if a strip of cover duck 3 or 4 
inches wide is placed across the entire bottom and up the 
sides of the basket before the load is put in. Give one end 
of this strip a pull and the suction created by the cen- 
trifugal action will be released with no strain on the gar- 
ments or nets. This suction is always heavy and garments 
should always be released from it, then lifted out. 


Extracting Synthetic Fabrics 


Synthetic fabrics hold very little moisture and may be 
damaged if subjected to excessive mechanical action. Over- 
extraction can produce wrinkles which are impossible to re- 
move and, in some instances, the centrifugal force generated 
during the normal running cycle is great enough to break 
the fibers. 

Running the extractor up to speed and cutting it off is 
considered good practice in handling synthetics.

The table records kilowatt hours required for extractors 
of various sizes at increasing running times. A 48-inch ma- 
chine draws 1.45 kw. hours for a 20-minute extraction 
period; at 2 cents a kw. hour the power cost is 2.9 cents 
for the load. 


Tumbling Data 


Running times will vary from 5 to 30 minutes depending 
on the size of the tumbler and type of fabric processed. 
Silks and whites should be run at 110 to 120° F; loose- 
weave woolens at 120 to 140° F, and tight-weave woolens 
at 140 to 160° F, to prevent shrinkage. 

Some plants make it a practice to precondition synthetic 
materials 3 to 5 minutes in a heated tumbler with a steam 
jet until the fabrics are dry except for the moisture from the 
injected steam in the tumbler. Preconditioning helps remove 
extraction wrinkles which appear even when extraction is 
kept to a minimum and excess moisture which, in combina- 
tion with heat and pressure of finishing, causes stiffness, 
shine and fusing. 

Do not tumble glass fabrics, Dynel, Orlon fleece, Saran or 


Velon. 


Tumbler Drying Time 


Drying time varies in proportion to the size of the load 
and the degree of extraction. These are the two major 
variables. Actual drying time will depend also on the ma- 
terials processed, the amount of gas or steam pressure used, 
weather conditions, and other variables. 

Larger loads require longer tumbling and nothing is 
gained by overloading. As the table below indicates, the 
drying time per pound for a 36-by-30-inch tumbler drops 
considerably up to loads weighing 32 pounds (manufac- 
turer’s rated capacity) after which the rate of drying re- 
mains constant. 

Short cuts in the extraction cycle mean additional drying 
costs. For example, bath towels extracted to 70 percent of 
their dry weight need 30 percent more drying time than 
towels extracted to 50 percent. 
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Tumbling need not be continued until the material is 
thoroughly dried; in fact, towels tumbled 97 percent dry are 
of good quality and are not nearly so hot to handle as when 
thoroughly dried.

Another reason why absolute dryness is not essential is 
that a given fabric under average room conditions absorbs 
approximately 6 to 8 percent moisture, depending on the 
humidity of the air. 

The exhaust-air temperature of a tumbler has a direct 
relationship to the degree of dryness of the load. It is im- 
portant, therefore, that timing devices operated by stack 
temperatures be adjusted to the size of the load, particularly 
where individual bundles of varying sizes are tumbled dry.

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Production Standards 


Because they are the heart of any wage incentive plan, 
operator production standards are at once the point of high- 
est importance and greatest vulnerability. Production stand- 
ards for a particular job at a particular plant can be de- 
termined only by time studies conducted for that job at that 
plant. 

“Standard production is the rate at which a normal aver- 
age worker performs at an average rate of speed under av- 
erage working conditions and, as a result, produces an 
average daily production of average quality. This rate may 
be expressed in the number of units of output an hour or in 
the number of hours to produce 100 units.”* 

Although it is impossible to create a single, inflexible 
set of standards for all laundries, the figures here are help- 
ful as guides for rough estimation or comparison. 


Standards and Incentives 


Working from extensive time studies conducted on the 
job, field engineers of the American Institute of Launder- 
ing established the following production standards for a 
typical laundry in the Middle West. Wage incentive pay- 
ments based on these standards raised the plantwide pro- 
duction efficiency to 98 percent of standard. 

Although careful time studies are necessary before the 
installation of a workable wage incentive plan, the im- 
portant factor which must be kept in mind is that of allow- 
ing for sufficient flexibility in setting plant standards, in 
order that adaptation of departmental changes may be 
readily made to the existing system. 

A change in plant layout which permits a more effec- 
tive workflow, the installation of equipment which results 
in greater productivity, as well as fashion changes, directly 
affect the criteria set for production under an incentive 
system. 

There are numerous other factors which must be taken 
into consideration before an incentive plan is installed in 
a plant. Therefore, arbitrary standards should not be set: 
as plant conditions change the incentive system in effect 
must possess that adaptability which will grant the greatest 
effectiveness. 

Generally speaking, there are three basic incentive sys- 
tems: 

1. The piece-rate plan is the easiest to understand. The 
girls get so many cents per shirt. The more they produce, the 
more they make. But it doesn’t allow for the element of time, 
nor does it have any relation to other wages paid in the 
plant. And if the laundry buys new, faster units, the base 
rate will have to be reduced—never a popular move. 

2. The sharing plan is all right where no previous plan 
has existed. In this case standards are established, and man- 
agement and labor split the profits of excess production, It 
is, however, a weak incentive compared to others. 

3, Most popular is the standard hour plan, The wages 
paid are in direct proportion to increases in production. It 
allows for variations in the base hourly rate, And wages and 
productivity are considered independently. 


Bundle Breakdown 
The following tabulation of bundle contents for various 


services is interesting although it is improbable that other 


laundries would have the same “mix.” Here the average

One eight-roll ironer handles all small pieces and is 
equipped with a stacker. A small conditioning tumbler is 
used for small pieces such as napkins and barber towels; 
the tumbler operator’s time is charged to the crew. The 
other eight-roll ironer is equipped with a folder and handles 
only sheets and tablecloths. No shakeout tumbler is used. 
On commercial sheets, no attention is paid to which side of 
the sheet gets ironed, and the machine is run at about 80 
feet per minute. Two operators lay the sheets out, two feed 
and one folds. One stacker takes care of tying, weighing 
and recording for both machines. 

Family sheets are run at about 60 feet per minute and 
must be ironed on the right side. On small tablecloths, 
each feeder works independently, Although the folding 
machine works in two lanes and folds tablecloths fed in 
this way, two operators are needed on folding. With the 
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regular five-girl crew, the one operator available for pre- 
paring the tablecloths is unable to keep up with the rest of 
the crew. A sixth operator must then be added, or one 


feeder and folder must come back and prepare pieces in 
advance.

Water hardness is usually expressed in parts per million 
or grains per gallon of calcium carbonate. Similarly, ex- 
change capacity is ordinarily expressed as grains of calcium 
carbonate per cubic foot of mineral. 

Basically, two types of zeolites—natura] and synthetic— 
are most commonly used in softening water. Natural zeolite 
(greensand) ordinarily operates in the range of 3,000 to 
5,000 grains of calcium carbonate per cubic foot. Synthetic 
equivalents, although more expensive, will usually show ex- 
change capacities ranging from 6,000 to 12,000 grains. 
Choice will depend on the exchange capacity desired or on 
minor chemical differences. 

A synthetic zeolite with a high exchange capacity offers 
advantages when water hardness runs 10 to 20 grains per 
gallon. 

Greensand is often preferred when water hardness runs 5 
or 6 grains per gallon. 

Water that is not very hard is likely to attack a synthetic 
zeolite and dissolve some of its silica content, Greensand 
is more resistant to this type of corrosion and also tends to 
hold up better in acid waters, 


Types of Water Hardness 


There are two types of hardness, temporary and perma- 
nent. Temporary hardness is usually caused by the bicar- 
bonates of calcium and magnesium, and can be removed by 
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boiling. If the compound is in any of the other two forms, 
namely sulfates or chlorides, it cannot be removed by 
merely boiling the water. This type of hardness is known 
as permanent. 


Classification of Hardness 

The hardness of water is expressed as parts per million or 
grains per gallon of calcium carbonate. 

One grain equals 17.1 p.p.m. 


Soft: Three or less grains of hardness per U. S. gallon (51 
p.p.m. or less) 


Moderately hard: Three to six grains per gallon (52 to 
102 p.p.m.) 


Hard: Six to 18 grains per gallon (103 to 306 p.p.m.) 


Very hard: More than 18 grains per gallon (above 307 
p.p.m. )

What Is pH? 


Water is a chemical compound composed of two atoms 
of hydrogen and one of oxygen (H,O). One of these hydro- 
gen atoms carries a positive electrical charge and is known 
as the hydrogen, or H, ion. The other hydrogen atom is 
combined with the single oxygen atom and this combina- 
tion, which has a negative electrical charge, is called the 
hydroxyl, or OH, ion. 

Pure water contains equal numbers of H and OH ions. 
Thus, pure water is neutral since there is a balance between 
the positive and negative electrical charges. Many sub- 
stances, when dissolved in pure water, upset the balance 
between the H and OH ions. When more OH than H ions 
are present water is alkaline. When more H than OH ions 
are present water is acid. 

The product of the H and the OH ions in a solution 
remains constant at the same temperature. Doubling the 
number of H ions halves the number of OH ions, and vice 
versa. Thus, merely measuring the concentration of H ions

tells how acid or alkaline a solution is. For this purpose 
the pH scale, ranging from 0 to 14, was devised. Titration 
is a process for measuring the amount of alkali or acid in 
a solution. 

The neutral point on the pH scale is 7. Acidity is meas- 
ured downward from 7 to 0; alkalinity runs from 7 to 14. 
It will be noted that the scale is worked out mathematically 
in such a way that the relation of change between one 
full number and the next is tenfold, as illustrated in the 
graph at the right. 

Laundry practice has shown that certain OH ion (alkali) 
concentrations produce maximum detergent action. Bicar- 
bonate in the water supply and soil in the clothes act as 
acids and consume OH ions. In the neutralizing of these 
factors and the achieving of the alkali concentration re- 
quired, the pH test is a convenient and necessary yardstick 
for efficient washroom practice.

How Water Hammer Happens 





In top illustration condensate has 
begun to form in line. Steam has 
plenty of room to pass and nothing 

1 will happen. If condensat 
continues to collect (center dia- 
gram) ripples will become waves 
and then the trouble starts. The 











waves restrict passage of steam 
and then velocity of steam in- 
creases to form slug of condensate 
(bottom) which will be carried 
along pipe until it reaches some 
obstruction such as a turn in the 
line. Since velocity of steam can 
reach 90 m.p.h. it is easy to see 











how the slug will cause noise and 
often damage. 























Water Hammer Cure 


Water hammer is objectionable from the standpoint of 
noise which is undesirable to most workers. This noise is an 
indication that there is undue stress being exerted at certain 
fittings in the water line. This undue stress will overstrain 
the water piping so that it will rapidly deteriorate or fracture. 

It is a simple matter to eliminate water hammer. Since 
water is relatively noncompressible, when the flow of water 
is abruptly stopped a shock passes back through the water 
to be absorbed by the metal of the piping system. To elimi- 
nate this, air is used as a shock absorber. 

A shock absorber can be made by placing a length of pipe 
1 to 3 feet long in a vertical position as close as possible to 
the shut-off valve. The top of this length of pipe is fitted 
with a pipe cap. When the system is filled with water, air 
accumulates in this riser. Since air is compressible, the shock 
wave will pass through the water to the air chamber where 
it will be absorbed. 

These air chambers will gradually lose the air due to its 
dissolving in the water. When such a system again starts to 
hammer, it is then necessary to drain the system at this point 
to allow the riser to again fill with air. 

Commercial shock absorbers for elimination of water 
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hammer are manufactured to accomplish this end. Some use 
a diaphragm to separate the air from the water chamber 
and others use a coiled tube. Such units do not lose the air 
and, therefore, will operate continuously without difficulty.

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Locating Leaks and Stoppages 
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This chart provides a handy means of locating leaks or 
stoppages in concealed pipe. It is based on a standard 
formula for computing the length of standard pipe knowing 
the number of gallons of water it holds. 

To use this chart simply run a straight line through the 
pipe size, column A, and the gallons of water in the pipe, 
column C; the intersection of column B immediately gives 
the length of the pipe. 

To locate concealed leaks, fill the pipe with water until 
it overflows. Close all valves which hold the water against 
gravity. Then do nothing for a number of hours, possibly 
overnight, depending upon the size of the leak and the 
rate at which the water level in the pipe falls. In other 
words, allow as much water to leak out as can leak out. 
The water will fall in the pipe, of course, until the level 
reaches the point of leakage. Refill the pipe with water, 
noting the exact amount of water poured into the pipe. 
Draw a line on the chart from the pipe size, column A, to 
the total number of gallons poured into the pipe, column 
C; the intersection in column B is the distance to the point 
of leakage. 

A similar method is often applicable to pipes that are 
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stopped up. You can readily calculate the distance to the 
point of stoppage. 

For example: The dotted line drawn across this chart 
shows that if the pipe size is 2% inches, column A, and 
if 100 gallons of water are poured into the pipe, column C, 
the trouble is 400 feet away, column B. 


Dimensions of Standard Wrought Pipe 


Adequate water supply in the washroom is dependent 
upon proper balancing between main lines and washer 
feeder pipe requirements. A battery of ten washers, six 
taking 2-inch lines and four taking 14-inch lines, will 
require a 6-inch main. From the chart, six 2-inch pipes 
require 6 X 3.355 square inches + four 1%-inch lines, 
4 X 2.036 = 28,274 square inches required. A 6-inch 
pipe has a total cross-sectional area of 28.891 square inches 
which will allow for possible future expansion. 

Since all washers will not be filling at the same time, 
a 20 to 25 percent reduction in capacity is permissible 
between the main line and total requirements of all feeder 
lines. In the case cited above, a 5-inch main would provide 
30 percent less water than the 6-inch pipe; this might be 
satisfactory with staggered loads, but it would allow no 
provision for future expansion and would be inadequate 
for peak requirements.

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Allowance for expansion in any given run of pipe is 
dependent upon the variations in temperature to which 
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the pipe will be subjected. The table gives expansion in 
inches per 100 feet of different type pipes at various 
degrees temperature. To compute the amount of expansion 
to be provided in specific lengths of pipe, read from the 
table the figure showing maximum expansion for 100 feet 
at the temperature expected. Divide this figure by 100 to 
determine the expansion per foot and multiply by the 
length of pipe under consideration. For example, 80 feet 
of steel pipe taking water at 180 degrees Fahrenheit will 
require an allowance of 1.16 inches for expansion (1.45, 
from the chart, + 100 X 80 = 1.16 inches).

To estimate any pressure, multiply the head (in feet) by .433. The 
result is pounds per square inch. For every 2.3 feet the water head is 
above the discharge, 1 pound per square inch is added to the pressure.

Measuring Pump Efficiency 


In comparing efficiency of pumps, users often make the 
mistake of subtracting the efficiency of the old pump from 
the efficiency of the new pump and calling the difference the 
improvement in efficiency. The correct method is to subtract 
the two efficiencies, and then divide the difference by the 
efficiency of the new pump. 

If the efficiency of a present pump is 74 percent and 


installation of a new pump at 85 percent efficiency is 
planned, the change will not be worth just 11 percent. 
Efficiency will improve 13 percent, and it will cost 13 
percent less to operate the new pump. For example: 

0.85 — 0.74 = 0.11 

0.11 + 0.85 = 0.13 


The accompanying chart makes it easy to determine 
increases in efficiency without any longhand figuring. Simply 
run a straight line through the efficiency of the new pump,

Plant 


Power Plant Requirements 


Whether planning expansion of an existing laundry plant 
or building from the ground up, some method must be used 
for arriving at an accurate estimate of probable power re- 
quirements. The electricity, steam and air used by every 
item of equipment must be taken into consideration. Mis- 
takes in calculating power demands on boilers, engines, gen- 
erators, air compressors, etc., can result in excessive invest- 
ment and operating cost. 

A reasonably accurate approximation of plant power 
requirements can be made as follows: 


Steam: In most laundries the largest single item of steam 
demand is water heating. Ordinarily the heating of water 
requires about two-thirds of the boiler output with the re- 
maining one-third going to other plant equipment. When 
calculating the amount of steam that must be available for 
heating water it is advisable to use the figure representing 


the maximum hourly hot water consumption. It has been 
found in actual practice that the total water consumption in 
the average plant is about 4% gallons per pound of clothes. 

The total steam requirement for a plant is found by ob- 
taining the sum of the steam required for processing equip- 
ment, steam needed for heating water, and steam required 
to operate the engine. To the sum thus obtained it is advis- 
able to add 10 percent to allow for unavoidable losses. 


Electricity: The average electrical load for a plant is esti- 
mated by taking 60 percent of the sum of the rated horse- 
power of all motors in the plant. The maximum electrical 
load is estimated by taking 80 percent of the total rated 
motor horsepower. 


Air: Compressed air required is determined by obtaining the 
sum of the compressed air requirements of all the machines 


in the plant.

Boiler Efficiency 


The operator of the average small plant doesn’t have 
the time or money or, in most cases, the know-how to run 
a series of elaborate tests and go through cumbersome tables 
to check on his boiler efficiency. He can and should, how- 
ever, see to it that routine tests are made, 

The two principal indications of boiler efficiency are car- 
bon dioxide (CO,) content and temperature of the flue gas. 
Generally speaking, the higher the CO, content and the

Assuming that CO: and five gas temperature are known, read across from right 
on CO: line to intersection of excess air curve. From intersection read straight up or down to iatersection of flue gas temperature line. This point, 
carried straight across to fuel loss axis, indicates fuel loss. Assume that CO: percent is 6 and flue gas is 600° F. Reading from right on 6, line inter- 
sects excess air curve at about 105.

To obtain these readings, two instruments are required. 
An Orsat analyzer indicates CO,, carbon monoxide and 
oxygen content of the flue gas.

The other instrument is a flue gas ther- 
mometer with a range of 400 to 1000° F. The readings 
should be taken when the boiler is carrying its heaviest load. 

In many cases a local plumber or heating-installation man 
is equipped to take the required readings. Once the read- 


Diesel Fuel Consumption 


The accompanying chart plots approximate fuel con- 
sumption of various diesels, based on prewar diesel effi- 
ciencies. 

For instance, if requirements are very small—50 horse- 
power or even less—figure on a fuel consumption of 0.45 
pounds per horsepower per hour with a modern engine. 
If a 100 hp. diesel is employed, the consumption will be 
about 0.42 pounds per horsepower per hour. The curve 
shows that with increase in engine size the fuel consump- 
tion improves rapidly from the smallest sizes to 200 horse- 
power. From 200 to 1,000 horsepower the improvement is 
less rapid. And from 1,000 to 3,000 horsepower the im- 
provement is very slight; it is practically 0.39 pounds per 
horsepower per hour for all of the sizes in that range. 
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ings are obtained, it is merely a matter of adjusting the firing 
controls to gain maximum efficiency. It goes without saying 
that the boiler must be kept clean at all times. 

The procedure outlined above should be a part of regu- 
lar plant maintenance and should be checked at least once 
a month. A more complete checkup involving such factors 
as excess air and carbon monoxide should be attended to 


once a year.

For example, the heat value of coal used in a certain 
plant is 13,500 B.t.u. per pound; 85 percent of the coal is 
carbon; the flue gas contains 7 percent CO,; the flue gas 
temperature is 600 degrees F, and the temperature of the 
air entering the furnace is 75 degrees F. What is the heat 
loss up the chimney due to low CO, and the temperature 


rise of (600 degrees minus 75 degrees) 525 degrees F? 
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Applying the chart, the dotted lines show the solution 
of the problem as follows: Run a straight line through the 


13,500 B,t.u., column A, and the 85 percent carbon, column 
B, and locate the intersection in column C. Then run a line 


through that point in column C and the 7 percent CO, in 


column D, locating a point in column E. Trace a line through 


that point in column E and the 525-degree difference, col- 


umn F, and the intersection with column G shows the fuel 


loss to be 27.7 percent. 


Assume furnace conditions are improved to the extent 
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that CO, becomes 12 percent and flue gas temperature 
is reduced to 500 degrees F. The temperature of the air 
entering the furnace is still 75 degrees F, hence the “dif- 
ference,” column F, is 425 degrees. 

Applying the chart, the same point in column C is located 
as already indicated. Then run a straight line through that 
point and the 12 percent CO, in column D, locating a new 


point in column E. Then from this latter point run through 


the 425 degrees in column F and the fuel loss, as indicated 
in column G, is found to be 13.7 percent. 


Obviously now, the saving in fuel due to improvement 
in conditions is the difference between the two losses as 


computed above: 27.7 percent minus 13.7 percent = 14 
percent saving.

Steam-Line Suggestions 


Choose pipe sizes large enough to provide for future 
expansion. It is more economical to select a somewhat over- 
sized supply or return line from the start than to replace 
or supplement it at a later date. 

Use a separate line for low-pressure returns. If both high- 
and low-pressure traps discharge to a common return, back 
pressure from the high-pressure units may interfere with 
drainage from the low-pressure units, 

Pitch return lines down. If the condensate must be ele- 
vated, then do one of the following: 

1. Install an overhead return line where practical and 
where the lift, in feet, plus back pressure, is not greater than 
25 percent of the initial steam pressure. 

2. Install a floor-line return header pitching down to a 
lift fitting or water seal from which the condensate can be 
elevated vertically. For moderate lifts, back pressure caused 
by flash steam from trap discharge will elevate the 
condensate. 

3. Where condensate must be moved against excessive 
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factor, and the product is the trap capacity under the re- 
duced pressure. For example, if a trap designed for 225 
pounds pressure delivers 1800 pounds of condensate per 
hour at maximum operating pressure, at 70 pounds pres- 
sure the capacity will be 1800 < .61 (correction factor in 
this case) = 1098 pounds of condensate per hour at the 
reduced pressure. Excess condensate in heated equipment 
lowers the temperature.

Computing Capacities of Tanks and Jars

Fur Section 


Fur Conditioning 


Precleaning 


All coats accepted for fur cleaning should be closely 
inspected for rips, tears, and fragile or worn pelts, Any 
torn or worn seams should be repaired at this point of 
the operation, Take out any loose linings to prevent the 
cleaning compound from working under them. Moth dam- 
age, shedding or cracked hairs, and fugitive dyes (such as 
are sometimes found on blue and platinum fox) must be 
reckoned with during this first operation. 

After inspection, each coat should be beaten and shaken 
to remove loose dust and hair, moths and larvae, as well 
as to fluff up the matted hair. This operation economizes on 
the cleaning compound because there is less loose dirt left 
in the coat for it to absorb. It also cuts down drumming 


110 


time. Beating may be quickly accomplished in a vibrating 
chamber. 

Sponge the lining of the garment with a cleaning solvent. 
This solvent must have properties that remove dirt, grease 
and most ordinary spots. Pour 1 pint into a shallow pan and 
then apply to the lining and rub vigorously with a sponge or 
brush. Where you have a concentration of dirt, wet down 
generously with solvent and then use a brush to work this 
dirt loose. About 3 or 4 percent of all linings are badly soiled 
and will have to be removed and drycleaned. 


Drumming and caging 
Put 1 to 5 pounds of absorbent into the drum for each 
coat to be cleaned, Also add 1 pint of cleaning solvent and 


one-half pint of water-base cleaning fluid for each coat. 
Absorbent materials and cleaning fluids should be com- 


pletely mixed before coats are placed in drum. Place coats in 
STARCHROOM LAUNDRY JOURNAL 





drum and revolve for approximately one-half hour. This 
time may vary, depending on the coat’s fragility. 

After drumming, garments are placed in the cage and 
tumbled an average of 45 minutes. After caging, the gar- 
ments are placed in the suction chamber of the vibrating 
table to remove any excess absorbent material. The garment 
is then placed on a worktable and both the lining and fur 
are blown with compressed air. If cleaning material has 
worked under the lining, open the seams and blow it out, 
but to avoid excess labor, keep seam ripping to a minimum. 
Use a mechanical beater in conjunction with compressed air 
to remove lint from curly fur such as Persian lamb. 


Humidity in storage vaults 


When there is a relative humidity of 65 percent or more 
in a storage vault, every article in the vault is in danger of 
being ruined by mildew. Mildew will grow in furs, rugs, 
and all cloth garments. Humidity of 52-53 percent is plenty 
for most situations. It is not generally known, but excessive, 
humidity can spoil the fit of a fur coat, even if there is not 
sufficient humidity to cause mildew to grow. When hu- 
midity reaches a certain maximum, skins become soft and 
pliable and subject to stretching at the shoulders. 


Glazing 


Fur glazing is to fur cleaning what pressing is to dry- 
cleaning. A fur garment may be cleaned thoroughly, and 
yet will not look good until it has been glazed. Glazing may 
be accomplished either through the use of solutions or 
through mechanical means. Solutions used include potas- 
sium permanganate, Chinese elm bark soakings, alcohol, 
plain water, etc. 

In recent years the use of steam irons, steam guns, and 
rotary irons has become popular for this purpose, and 
usually they do an excellent job with minimum labor. The 
method used, of course, must be suited to the particular 
fur being glazed. The steam-iron method is limited to cer-

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tain types, such as muskrat, mink and coney. Beaver or 
mouton types and curly furs should not be steamed. The 
rotary iron is a grooved, revolving, heated iron which, when 
properly applied to fur, will straighten out the hair and 
produce a high sheen and silkiness.

Furlike Fabrics 


In recent years man has learned to blend synthetic fibers 
that have all the appearance and advantages of natural furs 
and to make them available at moderate cost. 

The most popular blend at the moment, an Orlon-Dynel 
deep-pile weave, is widely used in women’s coats and is 
finding its way into fine bedspreads, throw blankets, baby- 
carriage covers, ear muffs, furlike collars, etc. 

Garments made of Orlon-Dynel are mothproof, mildew- 
resistant and can be handled in the cleaning operation if 
proper care and precautions are observed, When these fur- 
like fabrics first came out the manufacturers specified that 
they should be cleaned by the furrier method only. This 
method will produce a passable job. But since these coats 
are made of fiber, nothing surpasses drycleaning for getting 
them clean. 


Identifying Orlon-Dynel 


The pile of these coats is generally made up of 65 percent 
Orlon and 35 percent Dynel. Some brands have a woven 
cloth back made entirely of Dynel. This is true of “Cloud 
#9” and “Baronesa.” Others use a knitted Dynel backing. 
These include “Borgana,” “O’llegro,” “Nutrana,” “Furlana,” 
“Beavalure,” “Beavelon,” “Sabelure,” “Bevado” and “Mon 
Sal,” among others. 

These garments should not be regarded as “run-of-the- 
wheel.” They require special handling and deserve premium 
rates. 


Cleaning procedures 


Furlike coats will release their soil very readily under 
normal conditions, since they have a deep pile, A short 
cleaning cycle without moisture is in order. These coats will 
develop static. As a result they should be run by themselves, 
or with a light soft wool load, on continuous filtration. 

The pile fibers will withstand the use of moisture, That 
isn’t where the problem lies. Moisture affects the knit and 
woven back construction of the fabric. Just as in other coats 
of this construction, there is a tendency for shrinkage when 
moisture is used. If any moisture is used, it should be held 
to the barest minimum. 

In the case of heavily soiled Orlon-Dynel coats it is well 
to soak the garments in an extra strong concentration of 
charged-system soap. A dip tank or barrel should contain 
up to a 10 percent solution of soap for this purpose. The 
soiled garments should be left to soak for about an hour. 
After draining they should be given the usual short run in 
the washer, in the normal concentration of charge. A clear 
rinse is beneficial. 

These coats generally have linings of acetate. When the 
linings are badly soiled, they can be brushed with a moisture 
emulsion prior to regular cleaning. It can also be done just 
before the soaking operation described. 
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Extraction requires moderation. Too much extraction will 
cause hard wrinkles and creases to develop. Too little ex- 
traction can create uneven drying and resultant swales. 

Drying is another critical factor in processing Orlon-Dyne] 
fabrics. Good results have been obtained by tumbling the 
garments for 5 to 10 minutes in a coo) tumbler, then hang- 
ing them to air-dry. Heavy wooden hangers are better for 
this purpose than the regular wire garment hangers, 


Spotting suggestions 


The use of high heat is out of the question so far as 
Orlon-Dynel is concerned and steam guns should not be 
used under any circumstance, The fibers may fuse and mat 
if exposed to excess heat. 

Chemically speaking, both Orlon and Dyne] will with- 
stand all of the common spotting chemicals and stain re- 
moval offers no problem. 

This is a pile fabric, just like velvets, and must be han- 
dled as such. When working on the wet side, brush the 
stained area with the grain of the pile. Do not use the brush 
in a circular motion. The pile will become snarled or matted. 
A towel can be used to pick up any excess moisture, And 
a short run in a cold tumbler will help raise the piles, 


Wetcleaning advice 


Wetcleaning involves some risk from a fabric construction 
standpoint. If an occasional garment is very badly soiled or 
stained it is suggested it be soaked out in tepid water and a 
neutral wetting agent. 

After such soaking, the garment should then be brushed 
with a soft bristle brush with the lay of the pile. Then rinse 


well by holding the garment with the hands in a basket 
grip. Extract lightly, cool-tumble and hang to air-dry. 


Finishing techniques 


Some of the greatest problems plantowners have with 
Orlon-Dynel stem from improper finishing methods. The 
finishing of these coats is a radical departure from ordinary 
pressing methods, They have no more place on the steam 
presses than have fur coats. In fact, some of the newer 
finishing techniques involve equipment practically identical 
with fur finishing machines. These units come in a wide 
range of prices to conform with the needs of even the 
smallest plant. One method involves the use of only a spray 
gun to apply a silicone film over the fabric, If you don’t have 
these special machines a steam-air finisher may be used 
with these precautions: 

Do not steam more than 2 or 3 seconds. 

Do not touch the garment in any way with hands or brush 
while it’s on the finisher. 

Do not fasten the coat in any manner. 

Do not crush the pile. 

In general, it is well to remember that it is better to do 
nothing to Orlon-Dynel in the finishing room rather than do 
too much. 

Linings can be touched up in the conventional manner 
with a steam iron, but the iron should never touch the pile 
of the coat. Your best bet, of course, is to use equipment and 
supplies made specifically for finishing Orlon-Dynel.

Finishing Synthetics 


Fusing, shine and stiffness are some of the objectionable 
results of pressing synthetic fabrics in the laundry. These 
results are exaggerated by subjecting the fabrics to hard 
padding, excessive mechanical pressure and high tem- 
perature. 

Presses should be padded according to the manufacturers’ 
recommendations. Padding should be checked frequently to 
avoid matting, to provide quick delivery of steam and 
vacuum, Be sure the cover and padding cover the buck 


completely.

Most synthetics require just a “kiss” of the press head. 
It should never be locked on synthetics. Important, too, is 
the release of the press head before vacuum is applied. New 
type press plates will help reduce the possibility of fiber 
fusing. 

Pressure-reducing valves on the steam line will further 
minimize the danger of shine. They keep temperatures of 
the steam in line. Proper steam pressures are covered in

This big mod- 
ern plant is owned and operated by 
Jim Tuma and George Downing, and 
the place was loaded with good ideas 
for this column. 


Maneuverable Bundle-Tyers 


Jim Tuma, a past director of the 
AIL, was very patient with me when 
[ visited Whittier Laundry although 
slightly mystified that I should con- 
sider these items worthy of mention 
on these pages. See what your verdict 
is on this idea on his bundle-tying 
machine. 

In order to be able to move the ma- 
chine more freely around in the wrap- 
ping area in this department, without 
having the electric cord in everyone's 
way, Jim fitted it up with an “antenna” 
made of half-inch electrical conduit. 
This conduit antenna follows the 
curve of the machine’s metal guard 
and sticks up about 6 feet above the 
top of this guard. The electric cord 
enters the top of this affair and comes 
out the bottom end of the conduit 
close to the motor, Another length of 
conduit extends upward at an angle 
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Eleectrie Cord

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from the other half of the machine’s 
guard, also at the rear, to brace the 
taller upright piece. Each length of 
conduit is securely fastened to the 
guard with conduit clamps, to make it 
a very sturdy affair. 

Sufficient slack in the electric cord 
can be maintained between the top 
of this antenna and the overhead 
power source to assure troublefree 
movement of the bundle-tying ma- 
chine around this department for best 
efficiency of the operator.

A touch of color caught my eye in 
the washroom at the Whittier Laun- 
dry. It was a brilliant red plastic 
bleach bucket, which I learned is 
available through one of the larger 
supply companies. According to the 


washman they last three years and 
longer. 

The 30-gallon bleach crock sits at 
the end of one of the big washers, 
with a water pipe leading down to it 
from the ceiling. The bottom end of 
this water line had been fitted with 
an extra pair of L’s and a couple of 
pipe nipples to make a perfect hang- 
ing place for the bleach bucket when 
it isn’t being used. 

And that, gentlemen, is how come 
I noticed the pretty bucket. It was 
hanging on the pipe so it dripped into 
the crock; it was kept off the floor, 
and it was handy for the washman 

. and anyhow, I like red buckets. 








For Compressor Safety 


Whittier Laundry’s superintendent 
Emile Crumly is not one to take em- 
ployee safety lightly. Back near the 
washroom there sits an air compressor, 
complete with a safety guard over the 
pulley. However, in addition to the 
metal safety guard there is a big sign 
that says: “This Compressor Starts 
Automatically.” This should keep 
some absent-minded persons from sit- 
ting on it at the wrong time, or getting 
their hands caught in the mechanism. 


Acid Cleaning of Washers 


Whittier Laundry has a number of 
big stainless-steel washers that are in 
excellent condition in spite of having 
gone through a disastrous fire a few 
years back. The usual lime-and-soap 
buildup was missing, so I inquired. 

This plant uses muriatic acid (com- 
mercial name for hydrochloric acid) 
and the job is always done under care- 
ful supervision of management per- 
sonnel. Even when diluted one table- 
spoon of acid to one quart of water, as 
used for this purpose, it can still speed 
the deterioration of a concrete floor 
in case an employee gets careless.

ployees during this operation and the 
muriatic acid solution is applied to 
the washer with an old cloth, It is 
allowed to stand for an hour. In this 
time it loosens the lime and soap de- 
posits enough so the washer can then 
be scraped clean with a putty knife 
and rinsed off with water. Fumes are 
toxic and this acid should always be 
used in a well-ventilated room. 
Strength of the solution is mostly 
a matter of opinion, but it’s definitely 
too strong if the mixture gives off 
smoke. If it gets on the floor it had 
better be rinsed off immediately with 


water. 


Lot Number Held Fast 


Noticed a smal) truck used for 
transporting go-backs to the wash- 
room was sporting a clothespin fast- 
ened to an inside corner with a piece 
of string. This clothespin I found was 
used to hold a piece of paper bearing 
the lot number. This lessened the 
chance of the lot identification being 
blown off the load or buried under 
the garments and being destroyed in 
the washers.

Padding-Roll Holder 


I've seen many a homemade rack 
for holding rolls of padding material 
and cover cloth, but one of the sim- 
plest and sturdiest is that used at the 
Whittier Laundry, Located near the 
front end of the finishing department 
(close to the equipment it’s used on) 
these rolls are held close to the wall 
out of the way of traffic.

A floor flange secures the base of 
each upright support pipe to the floor, 
while the top end of each is welded 
to the horizontal pieces that are 
bolted to the wall beam. On the top 
of each support post a half section of 
pipe is welded to cradle the rod used 
to hold the top roll of padding. A 
curved metal strap half way down 
each support post is used for the same 
purpose for the second roll of cloth. 

The whole affair stands only about 
4 feet high off the floor and greatly 
lessens the danger of a person being 
injured if a roll falls. It also appears 
to be a lot less effort to put a new 
roll of material into position.

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the employee stands on the hanger to 
insure a good connection with the 
concrete floor. The help no longer gets 
shocked when unloading drycleaning 
orders from baskets. 

Another idea from Thrift-D-Lux is 
how to use large 20-bushel baskets 
and still make it possible for short 
employees to unload the last few or- 
ders without climbing in, Baskets are 
ordered specially built with V-shaped 
notches cut in each side so the short 
employees can reach the bottom with- 
out undue effort. I am assured the 
manufacturers are well aware of what 
you mean when you order the notches 
for this purpose and are happy to 
oblige at little or no extra charge. 























Solid Timeclock Rail 

I've seen a lot of pipes in my visits 
in laundries, so I’m particularly im- 
pressed when I see a way to save even 
a foot of the precious stuff, Quite 
often I've seen railings of small-sized 
pipe along in front of timeclocks to 
force the employees to go through in a 
single line, Most often they are fas- 
tened to the floor with delicate little 
floor flanges and fall over if you touch 
them. 

At the Hollywood Laundry plant 
they have what I call a man-sized 
guard rail that I'd hate to run into 
with my car. Mainly it’s to protect 
the timeclock from being bumped by 
their heavy wooden trucks which 
must use the nearby door, and as near 
as I could guess it’s made of 3-inch 
pipe. (Maybe only 2%%-inch inside 
measure if you want to get rea] tech- 
nical about it.) 

A 30-inch length of this heavy pipe 
is held about hip-high near the front 
of the timeclock, by a single upright 
piece of the same size which is set in 
the concrete floor. The only fittings 
are an elbow and a pipe cap. Talk 
about solid—whoever tightened those 
pieces put them there to stay. [ tried 
my luck at pulling the horizontal piece 
out of line, but no dice. Anyhow, one 
upright was enough, and someone 
saved about 4 feet of 3-inch pipe on 
the affair. OO

Total 
consumer spending for goods and 
services continued to rise but at a 
slower rate than last vear. 


Goodbye OF Paint: Some 60 percent 
of the industrial firms now painting 
their interiors choose green or some 
other restful pastel hue to reduce eye 
strain and improve morale. 


Income Jumps: Personal income 
climbed to a record annual rate of 
$347.3 billion last month, the Com- 
merce Department reported, This was 
more than $1 billion above _ last 
month’s pace. About half the rise took 
place in wages and salaries. In 1956 
per capita income was $1,940.

Optimism was based on 
unprecedented population growth, 
total employment increase of 20 mil- 
lion since 1939, average income per 
household jump of two times the 1940 
figure, savings hike from $68 billion 
to $300 billion and an 83 percent net 
growth in population figure since 1950 
taking place in the suburbs of the 
large cities.

I am particularly concerned about the 
decrease in commercial laundry vol- 
ume, 

We all know home washers and 
driers have hurt, We can advertise all 
we like, but to the housewife laundry 
service is stil] an expense. However, 
there are times when she overlooks 
expense if she is convinced she has 


a good deal. 
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The housewife has gone wild on 
premiums, green stamps, etc, They 
are becoming part of her life—stores, 
drycleaners, gasoline stations, grocer- 
ies, etc. She figures this a rebate on 
her investment. 

As a suggestion, a free shag rug 
with a month’s laundry service, chang- 
ing the premium every month to keep 
the customer interested, She has also 
added necessary items to her house- 
hold at no cost, 

How about a businessman’s shirt 
rental service? The laundry to furnish 
the shirts and laundering, eliminating 
two chores for the housewife. 

Possibly a housemaid service on 
weekly rental basis—package deal of 
sheets, pillowcases, dishtowels, hand 
towels, which might appeal to a pro- 
fessional woman, eliminating Jaunder- 
ing or replacements. At least adver- 
tising it would create some new talk 
about laundry service. 

The flu scare is on. Has anyone 
thought of advertising to disinfect 
blankets, pillows, etc., after illness? 
It would be a big business, Often 
people have visitors or someone is sick 
in the home. An extra roll-away bed 
would be the ticket. It sure would be 
convenient to call a laundry and be 
able to rent the bed, pillows, sheets, 
blankets — particularly to have the 
routeman come out and set up the 
deal in a few minutes. I would think 
of this laundry often. 

A few years ago I solicited laundry 
business periodically to stimulate new 
business. I carried a can of rust re- 
mover, asking the prospect if she had 
any rust on her linen that I could 
remove free of charge, It always 
started a conversation, which is the 
first big Step, I could also show her I 
could remove stains without hurting 
her linen, which is the impression 
many housewives have _ regarding 
laundries, I did not always get the 
family bundle, but the percentage was 
good on specialty items, future calls 


and new friends.
